Bodies of 405 
at settlement 

GEORGETOWN (AP) — Survivors of the Jones¬ 
town cult suicide, menaced by flesh-eating piranha fish 
and other deadiy perils of the tropical rain forest, 
eluded searching soldiers in the nearly-impenelrable 
Guyanan wilderness (or a third day Tuesday. 

Police Commissioner Lloyd Barker estimated 200- 
300 survivors fled into tbe^ush and said some might 
have succeeded In reaching (rientily Indian villages. 
Other sources put the number of survivors at nearly 
800. 

At the jungle site of the mass suicide, (he bodies of 
405 members of the American religious sect lay de¬ 
composing in the equato¬ 
rial sun. 

U.S. military officials were 
planning to airlift the bodies 
to the United States. 

A sute department spokes¬ 
man ii Washington said Guy¬ 
ana has asked that (he U.S. 
government remove all the 
bodies, despite their state of 
decomposition. He had said 
earlier some of the bodies 
might be buried at the jungle 
setlement. 

About 280 U.S troops, 
awaiting the arrival of a 
dozen helicopters, stood by in 
Georgetown for the evacua¬ 
tion operation. 

Estimates of the number of 
sect members who fled the 
Jonestown camp Saturday 
during the ritual of mass 
self-destruction by poison 
ranged from 375 to More than 
775- Stephan Jones. 19-year- 
old son of the Peoples Temple 
sect's fanatical founder. Rev 
Jim Jones, estimated about 
500 had gone into the inhospit 
able forest. 

Jim Jones ordered the 
mass suicide, a ritual he 
code-named “White Knight" 
and which he had practised 
with his loyal followers, after 
sect members ambushed and 
killed U.S. Representative 
Leo Ryan of California and 
four members of a Ryan-led 
party (hat made an investiga¬ 
tive visit to the camp. 

Jones was one of three per 
sons who died of gunshot 
wounds, apparently self-in¬ 
flicted. About one-quarier of 
(be dead were children, some 
babies whose mothers were 
reported to have fed them the 
fatal brew of Kool-Ald and 
cyanide. 

Guyanese familiar with the 
area questioned whether (he 
fugitives could long survKe 
without shelter and steady 
food supplies in a jungle filled 
with swamps' and criss¬ 
crossed by streams and 
riven inhabited by piranhas 
and electric eels. The rainy 
season is just starting. 

Jones Is known to have in¬ 
stilled a fervid trill to sur¬ 
vive among some of his fol- 
lowen, however, telling them 
their settlements could be¬ 
come sanctuaries where they 
would escape a nuclear holo¬ 
caust or other calamity. A 
fear that outsiders were 
about to destroy tbeir small 
society apparently triggered 
the mass suicide. 

About 200 Guyanese troops 
and police were trying to

Ex-members 
of sect 
live in fear 


SAN FRANCLSCO (Reuter) — Fearing for their 
lives, many former members of the Peoples Temple 
religious sect were hiding out under police protection 
Tuesday in special centres set up in several California 
eommunities. 

“The sect leader, ihe Rev. Jim Jones, said a 
couple of years ago thal if anything happened to him or 
to his church, the defectors and those who criticized it 
would be taken care of." said Lee Kogan. Los Angeles 
deputy district attorney 

Several hundred people, most of them black, 
broke away from the sect after becoming disillusioned 
about its alms. 

Jones, his wife and sun were among more than 400 
people found dead Monday in the sect's remote jungle 
community in northwestern Guyana. 

Holly Morton, a member of one of the sect's 
refugee havens, the Human Freedom Centre, set up in 
Berkeley, Calif., said; “Jones, even if he is dead, had 
plans to annihilate people who had left the temple" 

Police blocked off the front of the centre to traffic 
and closely checked the indentification of all visitors 

In Los Angeles, police guarded a group railed Con¬ 
cerned Relatives, which tried to help people escape 
from the church. 

A centre official, who asked not to be identified, 
said Jones had told followers thal those who did not go 
to Guyana eventually would be murdered or would 
have U> commit suicide. 

“I'm scared, I can tell you frankly I'm scared." 
said one of the people staying at the centre.

Stephan Jones said there 
had been about 900 people in 
the commune at the time of 
the mass killings. This left 
nearly SOO people unaccount¬ 
ed for. 

“If I were one of the survi¬ 
vors in the jungle I would be 
scared.” he said. “I’m wor¬ 
ried about them. 1 love these 
people.” 

Stephan Jones also spoke 
about his father's amorous 
relations with other women in 
the community. “My mother 
had been hurt many times by 
it.” he said. “The only reason 
she carried on living was for 
me and my brothers and the 
community. The only reason 
I can imagine for her taking 
the cyanide was that she 
thought we were gone 
(dead)." 

He said his father became 
“obsessed with power. 1 think 
he came to a crossroads be¬ 
tween socialism and fascism 
and just took one. He said H 
was the road to socialism but 
I see him as a fascist." 

Reports of dress rehearsals 
for a mass suicide at the com¬ 
munity had been circulating 
for months in Guyana.

court in June that there was a 
lot of talk about death in the 
community. "There arose a 
concept of mass suicide for 
socialism," she said. 

Layton said (hat in tbe pre¬ 
vious few months Jones and 
the people around him had 
called emergency meetings 
on an average of about once a 
week (hat were named 
"white nights.” 

During the night, sirens 
would sound and about 50 
men, members of the sect, 
armed with automatic rifles, 
would go around the hou.ses. 
saying that enemies of the 
community, such as CIA 
mercenaries, were surround¬ 
ing the settlement. 

The people would be herded 
to the community centre and 
told the situation was hope¬ 
less because of impending at¬ 
tacks and that (he only way 
out ws "to commit mass sui¬ 
cide for the glory of social¬ 
ism.” 

Layton said peopie were 
lined up and told to drink a 
liquid that contained poi.son 
and warned that in 45 
minutes they wold all be 
dead. 

When they 'did not die. 
Jones would (ell (hem lint 
the liquid had not contahieit 
poison this time and (hat he 
was just testing (heirloyalty. 
But. he always added, there 
would come a time when the 
liquid would be poisoned. 


Another sect member, 
Larry Layton, about 32, was 
arrested Sunday as a prime 
suspect in the ambush. 

Tile Peoples Temple sect 
consists mostly of Califor¬ 
nians, both black and white. 
Fearful relatives have been 
waiting outside the sect head¬ 
quarters in San Francisco for 
word of the fate Of loved ones 
who traveled with Jones to 
Guyana, a former British col¬ 
ony on South America’s 
northeast shoulder. 

The Mzarre and bloody epi¬ 
sode has left questions gnaw¬ 
ing even at cult members. 

“We arc all here and in the 
States are shocked," Stephan 
Jones told reporters. 

“I can't believe that this 
was a voluntary suicide." he 
• said. “Iharehadtobetheuse 
of force, although some of it 
was blind loyalty." 

A camp survivor, Odell 
Rhodes, said armed men 
were stationed In a ring 
around the assembled con¬ 
gregation at Jonestown on 
Saturday evening as the t4i- 
year-old Jones declared:

The camp doctor and two 
nurses had prepared the le¬ 
thal potion in a stainless steel 
tub and began handing out 
doses to each resident, 
Rhbdes said. One woman who 
balked was shouted into sub¬ 
mission by the others, he 
said. After they drank the 
poison, they went into convul- 
sion.s. their eyes rolled up. 
they had difficulty breathing 
and they were dead in about 
five minutes, he said. 

Rhodes said he fled before 
the end of the macabre scene 
and did not see Jones die. 

Another question was the 
source and purpose of a huge 
treasury amassed by Jim 
Jones at the camp. Washing¬ 
ton Post reporter Charles 
Krause, who visited the camp 
as a representative of the for¬ 
eign press, said authorities 
found $500,000 in cash and a 
safe containing jewelry. Un¬ 
confirmed reports said $500.- 
000 in gold and hundreds of 
U.S. Social Security cheques 
were found.

The Vantreight 
trespass 

SHOULD ALDERMAN Geoffrey Vanlreijjht re¬ 
sign from Saanich council over what his sons did 
on public land at Panama Flats last month? 
Indeed he should — and the reasons arc to be 
found in his own words. 

Last month the alderman's sons. Ian and 
Michael Vantreight, built a concrete drainage 
basin op municipal property at Panama FlaLs. 
They built It to drain adjacent land they had 
leased or bought for potato farming. The basin 
was built Oct. 23, two days before an offer from 
the Vantreight sons was even received, much 
less considered by the municipality, to rent the 
public land on which the basin had already been 
built. 

But is .such an ill-considered, not to mention 
illegal, action by the Vantreight sons to be 
blamed as well on their father? Aid. Vantreight 
provides an answer to that in his press reieasc- 
this week: i 

“Throughout my sons’ actains. I was kept 
aware of what they were doing,” wrote Aid. 
Vantreight. “and In fact assisted them where 
possible. I was giving them the benefit of my 
knowledge and experience in what was going to 
Ih‘ their first venture on their own." 

Aid Vantreight's statement makes it abun¬ 
dantly clear that he misses, or chooses to 
ignore, the moral point at issue here: namely, 
that people like him have bi>en elected to a 
position of public trust and they must do 
nothing which in any way remotely suggests 
they have taken personal advantage of that 
trust. 

Ma.vor Mel Couvelier put it plainly last wi'ek 
when he said: “I believe the facts are quite clear 
— that Alderman Vantreight has benefited by his 
actions in trespaaiiing on municipal properly and 
building that structnre ... I believe Alderman " 
Vantreight has Improved his personal position 
by this venture and I believe that in so doing he 
has put his own interests before those of the 
municipalily." 

How does Aid. Vantreight explain it all in his 
statement? He tells us his family has farmed on 
the Saanich Peninsula since 18(12, that he be¬ 
lieves the family has always had a strung .sense 
of responsibility toward Saanich, that his father 
was an alderman for 11 years, that his good 
name is being attacked, that his sons felt they 
had “an understanding" with Saanich. 

When he finally gets to the relevant matter, 
he explains it this way: 

"The unfortunate fact is that farmers have 
to move quickly if they are to get their land in 
shape fur spring planting. My .sons did not have 
lime to tie up all the loose ends. Potatoes do nut 
understand red tape and neither do farmers." 

Breaking the law was just a matter of “luo.se 
ends ’ This from the chairman of council's 
bylaw enforcement committee. 

How Aid. Vantreight could want to continue 
on council, given the circumstances and the 
ma.vor's comments, is a pu/r.le. Perhaps it Is just 
another measure of his insensitivity to the situa¬ 
tion.

Thomas Land 
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Fast approaching a solar civilization 


LONDON — Research scientists In 
Britain have devised a technologically 
simple as well as Inexpensive chemical 
formula for the storage of energy from 
such unreliable sources as the wind and 
sunshine. Their colleagues In Egypt are 
winning the co-operation of villagers in 
the construction of novel solar-powered 
communal facilities. Together, they are 
building the infrastrucUire for a global 
transition to a solar civilization. 

A study Issued by the Washington- 
based WorldWatch Institute explains 
that “the most exciting solar-elecirtc 
device Is the photovoltaic (or solar) 
cell, which is now the principal power 
source of orbiting satellites that carry 
much of the world’s Intemattonal tele¬ 
communications traffic. Such cells gen-' 
erate electricity directly when struck by 
sunlight. 

“They have no moving parts, con¬ 
sume no fuel, produce no pollution, op¬ 
erate at ambient temperatures, last a 
lung time, require iiuie maintenance 
and usually consist of silicon, which Is 
the second most abundant element In 
the earth's surface." 

But to make them dependable, re¬ 
newable energy sources must be made 
to feed storage systems which can be 
lapped during off-peak periods. Scicn 
lists at the Rutherford Laboratory in 
England have just produced such a sys¬ 
tem which could well be used to regulate 


the electricity supply of villages in the 
developing regions outside the national 
power grids. It is based on the revers¬ 
ible chemical process by which sulphu¬ 
ric acid absorbs water — releasing 
heat. 

A specialist explains that the system 
consists of two vessels connected by a 
tube. One of them contains concentrated 
sulphuric acid and the other contains 
water. When energy Is supplied from 
outside (by the sun. for example) the 
acid vessel is heated and the water is 
given off: It flows along the tube into the 
other vessel. The flow is reversed when 
the heat is removed (at night, for ex¬ 
ample). Then water then flows back, 
reacts with the acid and produces 
heat. 

Sulphuric acid la cheap and widely 
available. And energy stores are an 
essential feature of all alternative 
power systems, particularly those de¬ 
pendent on unreliable aources. The idea 
is that energy la stored at good times 
end released when necessary. ■ - ■ ■ 

The process produces Impressive re¬ 
sults in the laboratory — but its success 
in the villages ultimately will depend on 
titp people forwROm It has been devised.' 
Dr. Salah Araga, an EjWpUan phyaicist. 
describes In a recent discussion paper 
how long it may take to win the trust of 
the villagers Iwforc they allow cheap 
solar energy units to supply their essen¬ 
tial needs. 



He recalls that he was greeted with 
distrust when he made his first contact 
with the village of Basaisa, the home of 
about 40 families, about three years 
ago. To win tbe villagers’ confidence, he 
spent 18 months getting to.know them, 
running weekly classes in English and 
carpentry and occasionally talking 
about his university work in Cairo. His 
first demonstration of tolar power was 
'less than a year ago when he used a lens 
to light people's cigarettes. 

"They were stunned," he goes on. 
"But they realized that it was all pan of 
what I had casually talked about on 
previous occasions." 


The village soon accepted a solar 
panel to provide the electricity to power 
a television set for-evenIng viewing by 
charging a 12-volt car battery. They 
also agntd to provide the labor for 
installing insulated water tanks heated 
by parabolic reflectors. After a few 
months of experience with these, they 
have just started a new project — a 
solar powered communal cooking 
oven. 

Dr Arafa It planning to build similar 
facilities in six other villages nearby. 
But this time, he will not need to spend a 
.vear and a half preparing the ground. 
For the whole district knows the story of 
Basaisa and all the local villages wgnt 
to follow its example. 

Since the developing countries tend 
to be more richly endowed with sun¬ 
shine than their Industrialized counter¬ 
parts, they may well be the first to enter 
the solar era. the Worldwatch study 
suggests. This means that the success of 
Basaisa will have to be repeated 
throughout the developing world. 

The study adds that “solar energy 
resources are inherently more egalitar¬ 
ian than their alternative.s. Tlwy are 
ahundant throughout the Third World 
and require no expensive transmission 
grid or pipline system to distribute. And 
ultimately," it observes, "only a solar 
civilization is sustainable "

WASHINGTON — The 
chances of concluding a new 
SALT agreement with the So¬ 
viet Union anytime in the 
near future have taken a dis¬ 
tinct downturn in recent 
weeks, according to senior 
L'.S. officials. 

The officials say they now 
have their doubts that a new 
agreement tq limit strategic 
nuciear weapons can be 
achieved, as they had once 
anticipated, by the end of the 
yaar. . 

The basis of this analysis is 
that the Soviets, in the last 
two SALT negotiating ses¬ 
sions, have not been as will¬ 
ing to compromise on the re¬ 
maining issues as the 
Americans had hoped they 
would be. 

Officials say it is "the same 
old handful of issues" holding 
up a SALT agreement. These 
are disagreements over what 
the limitationa should be on 
the Soviets’ Backfire bomb¬ 
er, on U.S. cruise missiles 
and on the modernization and 
replacement of land-based 
missiles in both countries’ nu¬ 
clear forces. There also is 
reported to be continuing dls- 
apeement over the duration 
of a protocol which Is to ac¬ 
company a new SALT 
treaty. 

Disappointment over the 
SALT slowdown is balanced 
to a degree, however, by con¬ 
tinuing indications from the 
Soviets that they want to Im¬ 
prove the overall relation¬ 
ship. One U.S. official said, 
for example, that a recent 
speech by Prime Minister 
Alexei Kosygin, prepared for 
the 61st anniversary of tbe 
October Revolution, was 
"quite positive" in tone when 
It came to tbe prospects for 
the U.S.-Sovtet relations. 

Other positive signs, ac¬ 
cording to U.S. officials, have 
been a rise in the number of 
Jewish emigrants being al¬ 
lowed to leave the Soviet 
Union (it may reach 24,000 
this year) and indications 
that several key emigration 
cases in which Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy (D) of Massa¬ 
chusetts has taken an Interest 
soon will be resolved. 

In explaining why the So¬ 
viets seem to desire an Im¬ 
provement in relaBona. U.S. 
officials point, among other 
things, to a desire on the part 
of the Soviets to maintain 
recognition of their status aa 
a superpower equal with the 
UniM States and a need (or 
U.S. trade and technology. 

The officials say Soviet 
concern over the growing 
warmth of U.S. relations with 
China — and over the recent¬ 
ly signed Sino-Japaneee 
peace and (rtendship treaty 
— have not been a prime 
consideralion In encouraging 
positive gestures on the part

U.S. officials acknowledge' 
that, in SALT, there is a de¬ 
sire on their part not to ap- ■ 
pear to be too disposed to' 
compromise on the remain- - 
ing issues. They say it is not 
go^ bargaining tactics to' 
appear to be overly eager to, 
secure an agreement, nor is It - 
good public relations to raise J 
expectations too high. 

But, more important, if the 
U.S. appears to be rushing 
into an agreement. It will 
make ratification of a SALT' 
treaty by the U.S. Senate all, 
the more difficult.

Cuba MiGs ‘defensive, ’ but Carter, wary 


JERCSALEM (AP)-The 
Israeli cabinet gave unquali¬ 
fied approval 'Tuesday to a 
draft peace treaty with Egy pt 
put forward by Ihe U.S.. bul 
rejected Cairo's demands fur 
a timetable on resolving the 
Palestinian question. 

Egy pt recalled its chief ne¬ 
gotiator from (he treaty talks 
in Washington for consulta¬ 
tions after the Israeli deci¬ 
sion. 

Egyptian officials said be¬ 
fore ihe ennouncement that a 
treaty vtuuld not be. signed, 
unless Ift'ael changed its po¬ 
sition on a limetable. 

"The Egyptian govern¬ 
ment is studying (he situation 
in light ^ the Israeli cabinet 
decision!' said Egvplian 
Prime f Minister ' 5Yusiafa 
Khalil. "It is now necessary 
for us lu consult with Gen 
Kamal Hassan Aly (one of 
Ihe. Egyptian negotialiirs in 
Washington) to review Ihe 
whole ease and plan our 
strategy." 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin told report 
ers here of his rabinel's deci¬ 
sion and said Israel "is pre¬ 
pared lu sign Ihe treaty of 
peace ... if Egypt is ready to 
act likewise. " 

The draft was worked out 
between U.S. .Slate Secretary 


WA.SHINGT()N (Reuter) — Presi 
dent Carter said in an interview pub¬ 
lished Tuesday (hat Ihe United Stales 
has received assurances from Mos¬ 
cow that high-performance Soviet 
MiG-23 jet aircraft sent to Cuba are 
defensive in nature. 

"We have received publicly and 
privately from the .Soviets assur¬ 
ances that any weapons .sold to Cuba 


are defensive." Carter told editors 
of the Cox newspapers in Atlanta. 
Ga. 

Carter refused to discuss reports 
that the U.S. has resumed reconnais¬ 
sance flights over Cuba but said that 
"in spile of Soviet assurances, we 
have a responsibility to verify what 
they say is accurate." 


The MiG-23 aircraft are capable uf 
carrying nuclear weapons and Ihe 
reported U.S. reconnaissance is 
aimed at finding out whether Ihe 
planes sold to Cuba have a nuclear 
configuration. 

If they do, their presence in Cuba 
might violate a Soviet pledge, made 
as a condition fur ending the I9ti2 


Cuban missile crisis, not to intro 
duce offensive weapons on Ihe as- 
land. 

Carter said verification is an os 
senlial factor in negotiations for a 
strategic arms limitation treaty with 
the Soviet Union, and the U.S. will 
not reach any agreements with Ihe 
Ru.ssians based solely on their assur 
ances.

Angered Couvelier 
demands alderman 
retract statement

An infuriatrd Saanich Mayor Mel Couve- 
Her obtained a retraction from Aid. Geoffrey 
Vanireight Tuesday for remarks he made in 
a television interview earlier in the day 
relating to the Panama Plats issue. 

After a heated exchange with the mayor 
during a finance committee meeting, Van- 
treight withdrew his statement that “they 
(the municipality) legally had a settlement 
contract with my two boys.'* 

Couvelier told the alderman that those and 
other statements in the interview implied the 
municipality had welched on a deal. 

The mayor, his face red with anger, told 
aldermen he was astounded at what he had 
heard on the supper-hour newscast on 
CHEK TV 

Any viewer would have been left to believe 
the municipality had reneged on a contract.” 
he said. 

“The suggestion that you reached a verbal 
contract is at variance with the facts as I 
understand them." hg told Vantreight. 

The alderman responded by asking that an 
in-camera meeting be held to' di-scuss the 
mailer of a trespass on municipal property 
and the building of an unauUiurired drain¬ 
age basin at Panama Flats by the Van 
treighls. 


Vantreight said before he went on the land 
“we had two municipal officials from .Saan¬ 
ich—two head staff people—telling me where 
I could go on the property.” 

He continued: “We had a legal settlement: 
the problem was one staff member over¬ 
ruled another official." 

He said, “t don't want to name names until 
you tell me; you're the boss. 

"Are you saying that staff verbally 
agreed?" asked Couvelier. 

He said a principle was involved as innuen¬ 
do had been raised against staff and he 
wanted to clarify the matter. 

“It's my duty as mayor to see that staff act 
rasponsiofy.” hr said. “Aspersions have 
been cast ahd mattm left dangling" 

He challenged Vantreight “tosupport yaur 
stalemmts on the newscast." 

Vantreight said he was willing to retract 
some of his earlier remarks. 

“I'm not trying to embarrass you Mr. 
Mayor: you’re doing a good job and I would 
be mad if you didn't lake me to task.” 

Aid. David Paterson, who raised objection 
to the non-agenda item being discussed, 
said he could not agree with the mayor for 
taking an alderman to task for talking to 
the press when the issue discu.s.sed was at 
odds with the mayor's view. 


JONESTOWN 

DISASTER:

“Every society gets the type of deviants it de¬ 
serves.” 

Dr. Rennie Warburton. a sociology-professor at 
University of Victoria who recently studied Uto¬ 
pian cults, said this Tuesday when asked for some 
observations on the suicide-masyacre of more than 4M 
members of the People's Tenjlple sect in Jonestown. 
Guyana, at the week^. 

SOME MEMBERS of the California-based sect 
were killed by gunfire, but a majority of them commit¬ 
ted suicide by either poison or shooting after it 
appeared the group would be investigated thoroughly 
by U.S. authorities. 

Warburton saM due to the “material goals of 
profit and conspicuous consumption of an endless 
variety of consumer commodities,” the number of 
pseudo-religions and cults was definitely increasing in 
Canada and the United States. 

“There has Been a tremendous proliferation In 
the United States'.Jn pgrticular over the past lo 
years m so. 

“I think one has to look at the nature of our type 
of society, which produces a lot of alienation and 
disenchantment among young people who do not know 
what to do frith themselves ai^ are attracted by this 
particular activity," he said. 

“We don't have a society that is geared to 
human well-being" 

WARBURTON WARNED that unless corrective 
measures were taken, the phenomenon would continue 
to Increase. 

The emphasis on materialism left no room for 
constructive and creative activity, Warburton said. 


‘Material goals spawning 
pseudo-religions, sects’ 

and he believed there was a deep need for that in 
every human being. 

The professor said the educational system and 
the mass media bore a share of the blame with 
society in preventing fulfilment in life—education 
for being narrow and the media for emphasir.ing 
pleasure above a sen.se of duty to one's fellow man. 

Warburton said those attracted lo cults, be (hey 
religious, political or drug-oriented, were people with 
problems of insecurity, alienation and uncertainty 
about life's meaning. 

Hr said adolescenLs were particularly suscep¬ 
tible 10 joining such groups. However, studies show^ 
that at least some of them emerged eight or 10 years 
later and re-entered the mainstream of society. 

Dr. Frank Spellacy, assistant professor of psy¬ 
chology at UVic, said the mass suicide was "cer¬ 
tainly dramatic and unusual, but by no means 
unique.” 

HE POINTED OUT that near the end of the Sec¬ 
ond World War as Allied troops began invading the 
Japanese borne Islands, “large groups of Japanese 
citiiens, including women and children, committed 
suicide rather than let themselves fall into the hands of 
the Western barbarians.” 

Spellacy suggested a form of mass hysteria 
was pre.sent in the Japanese suicides, but went on 
to question whether all the Jonestown dead knew 
the Kool-aid they drank from a vat was in fact 
poisoned. 

The fact the group had practised a mass suicide 
on a number of occasions previous to the tragic 
weekend events in Guyana might have made it 
easier for them to carry out the deed for real, he 
said.

(Vanireight is currently the centre of a storm over 
the illegal use of municipal land at Panama Flats which was 
lo have been used for a potato farming operation.) 

Municipal treasurer Roy Broughton said if the commit¬ 
tee decided to recommend a reduced rate for farmers, it 
should consider establishing a minimum consumption lo 
qualify for the reduced rate. 

A majority of aldermen were agreed with the concept of 
cheaper water tor agricultural use.

Coho-kill creek suffers from sewage

Craigflower Creek, which lost its yearly coho run 
three days ago. is polluted and sewers won’t be installed 
for at least 18 months. 

Walden Pond It ain’t. 

Sewage from a hotel-motel strip has introduced chlorine 
and other toxic substances into the creek and is partly 
responsible for a declining fish population, said Lynne 
Spode, a Uoiogist wHh the federal ^Imon Enhancement 
Program. 

POLLUTION CAN also kill fish by reducing the 
amount of available oxygen in (he water, she said Tuesday 
in an interview. 

The hotel-motel strip is on the Old Island Highway 
near Helmcken Road in View Royal. 

Spode said .a housing development upstream from 
the strip also affects fish-rearing areas. 

DEGRADATION of the lower creek means stagna- 
Uoo and depleted oxygen supplies, she said. 

She said a resource census revealed that the number of 
fish in the creek was “dwindling to almost nothing.” 

View Royal regional director Al Beasley said Tues¬ 
day the Fort Victoria TraOer and Camping Paii pollutes the 
creek with sewage. 

“Everybody agrees the mess should be cleaned up. 

“Even the owner of the Port. That’s why last ^tur- 
day we voted to get sewers and clean it up. 

“But it’s going be another 18 months to two years 
before they’re all installed.” 

POLLUTION IS only one dimension of the prob¬ 
lem.

Spode has worked on enhancing fish production in 
the Craigflower (or about three years. 

“When I found out about the fish kill, you can 
imagine how I felt.” she said. 

Meanwhile, federal fisheries .spokesmen in Victoria, 
Nanaimo and Vancouver said Tuesday in interviews they 
would have results on pathology and water quality tests by 
Wednesday. 

Bacterial and infectious diseases had been largely 
ruled out as killers of the eaf-fllled coho. 

THE CULPRIT could have been any number of odorless 
but toik solvents, a spokesman said. 

“I understand the water quality in Craigflower Creek Is 
not exactly what you would call optimum for fish.” he 
added.

PEKING (Rfuli-r) — China said Monday that it Is 
chaiiKintl the speliInK of some names and places— 
which may leave many of the terms almost unre- 
coKnia|Ke to foreigners. Peking would be Beijing 
under^e country's phonetic alphabet, while Hong 
Kong would become Xianggang. 

The official Hsinhua news agency said the go- 
vernninent has ordered the phonetic alphabet, pinyin, 
to be used in future to standardize names in such 
languages as English, French, Cierman and Spanish. 

But if the system were introduced—a previous 
attempt in 1975 was quietly dropped without explana¬ 
tion—it looks as though the late leader. Mao Tse-tung. 
would now become Mao Ze dong, and Sun Yat-sen 
founder of the Chinese republic, would not be Sun 
Chung-shan. 

The government said the change need not apply to 
certain historical names of people and places or to 
trade marks and trade names, though the agency did 
not define what was considered historical. 

Under the new system. Communist party Chair¬ 
man Hua Kun-feng would be Hua Guo-feng, and Senior 
Vice Pn-mier Teng Hsiao-ping would bt“c#me Deng 
Xiao-ping. 

In the last 30 years. Chinese officials have devised 
several ways of simplifying their language, and have 
already introduced many new characters to make 
books and newspapers easiec to read. 

In 1951, Mao said that a phonetic alphabet was 
needed for complete reform and. In 195H, it was 
announced that a Latin rather than cyrlHIc system had 
berm chosen. 

.Since then, progress has been slow. Billboards and 
street signs arc given in pinyin as well as characters, 
and some gnterprises such as restaurants render 
their names this way. But few Chine.se seem capable of 
readingpinyin. 

Hsinhua said the government has ordered that 
pinyin be used in all new diplomatic documents, 
passports, certificates, contracts, agreements, publi¬ 
cations and various kinds of export catalogues, sample 
b(H>ks. explanations and bills. 

It added that the United Nations conference on the 
standardization of geographical names, held in Athens 
last August, had adopted a Chinese proposal that 
pinyin be the international way of rendering Chinese 
place names. 

By following pinyin. foreigners would pronounce 
Chinese words as do the people of Peking, who use 
China's standard language.

Car dealers 
gear war 
with Ottawa 

TORONTO (CP) — Canada's ;t.00(i now car doaliTs 
are braced for a war with Ottawa nver the federal sales 
lax cut. a war that could cost them at Ica.si $60 million. 

The dealers are not objecting lo the sales lax cut an 
nounced in last week‘.«i federal budget but lo the way it 
is being applied. 

In his budget, Finance Minister Chretien reduced lo nine 
from 12 per cent the tax paid by manufacturers on finished 
products. But the reduction applies only lo giHKis shipped 
from the factory after midnight last Thursday. 

It does not affect unsold motor vehicles in dealer lots, 
or those in transit to the dealers, on which the 12 per 
cent tax has already been paid. 

“An average dealer has 100 vehicles in siwk—some three 
tintes that amount—and the tax n^duction can cost each 
dealer $10,000 to $60,000.** said Ken Graydon of the Fed 
eration of Automobile Dealers As.sociation of Canada which 
represent.s the 3.000 dealers. 

An estimated 300.000 motor vehicles currently in dealer 
inventories are affected. 

The dealers want Ottawa lo rebate the taxes ihi'v have 
already paid on the motor vehicles in inventory so they 
can compete with new vehicles lhal qualify for the lax 
reduction. 

"The basic question we're raising is that we don't feel 
thse local, independent businessmen should have lo sub¬ 
sidize a tax cut,'* a federation .spokesman said. 

Dealers are hoping Ottawa will follow' the preeiKleni of 
lO.'M and t07t when they announced similar tax adjust¬ 
ments and had to follow up with rebates lo Irate dealers. 

(fcneral Motors of Canada Lid. i^itimates that its dealers 
could lose* $23.8 million if they are forci*d lo absorb the full 
lax cut on pre-budget inventor). 

Ford, (kmeral Motors and Chrysler Canada Ltd. have 
already announei'd plans to pass the reduction in sales 
lax to Iheir dealers, which will mean a saving on each 
vehicle of about $173.

One of Ihe central pieces on 
show Is a modem replica of a 
minute pold raft carrying human 
figures parlicipaiing in a religiuus 
ceremony. The n'al raft, from the 
Museum of (Jold, was discovered 
near Lake GualaviU. north of Bo¬ 
gota. in l!)72. 

Lake Gulavila is al Ihe rentre 
nf Ihe myth of Kl Dorado which 
has haunted man's mind for cen¬ 
turies and. eonirary lo a common 
belief, was not a mysterious eoun 
iry but a man. 

■ .Spanish chmniclers show lhal 


El Dorajlo (the gilded man) was 
Ihe chief of the Muisca people 
When installed. Ihe naked chief 
was covered from head lo toe with 
powdered gold and rowed lo the 
centre of Ihe lake lo dump the 
emeralds and guld offerings of his 
subjects into Ihe water. 

The pile of gold believed lo 
be lying on the bollom of the 
lake was esUmaled in 1803 at 
ttOO million, at the dollar value of 
the lime, by a (ierman sclenlisl. 

Allempts at draining Ihe lake 
started as early as IMS but pro¬ 
duced little result. 

In the 1580s. a rich Spanish 
merchant. Antonio de .Supuivcda. 
hired 8,000 Indians to cut a notch 
in Ihe rim of Ihe lake and towered 
the level of water by 20 metres. 


Several more expeditions tried 
their luck before the lake was 
brought under legal protection by 
Ihe Colombian government in 
1065. 

Items to be displayed al Ihe 
Royal Academy range from 
everyday objects such as fish 
hooks and needles to jewels, neck¬ 
laces, earrings, nose ornaments 
and breast plates. 

The exhibition is spread 
through six main galleries and 
shows Ihe day-to-day life in which 
gold was produced and used. One- 
half Ion of grass was flown from 
Colombia to give a touch of au¬ 
thenticity to a reconstructed In¬ 
dian hut. 

The exhibiliun will last four 
months. At least one-half million 
people are expected lo vi.sil it.

On the defensive .squad, nine-time all-star John Hel¬ 
ton of Calgary and Dave Fennell of Edmonton—the only 
unanimous choice—were the tackles. Joined on the front 
four by ends Ron Estay of the Eskimos and Reggie Lewis of 
the .Stampeders. 

Joining Jackson as linebackers were Dan Kepley and Tom 
Towns of Edmonton with three more Eskimos—Joe Holli- 
man. Greg Butler and Ed Jones—in the defensive backfield 
togethi-r with Stampeders Terry Irvin and Al Burleson. 

Edmonton quarterback Tom Wilkinson's backfield con¬ 
sists of running backs James Sykes of Calgary and 
Mike .Strickland of Sashatrhewan. Winnipeg wide re¬ 
ceivers Joe Poplawski and Mike Holmes and Eskimo 
slolback Tom .Scott. The tight end is Willie Armstead of Cal- 
gary. 

Al Wilson of the Lions, all-star WFC centre for the 
fourth consecuHve year, is flanked by guards Harold 
Holton of Calgary and Bill Stevenson of Edmonton and

were all-stars in 1977. the only year Helton missed since he

.vears ago. Strickland. Norman and Holliman made the 1976 
team and Wilkinson was the quarterback in I97t. 

Wilkin.son. named the outstanding player in the CFL in 
197t and the WFC nominee for the same award this sea¬ 
son, al.so won the Jeff Nicklln Memorial Trophy in 1973 as 
the most valuable player in the conference. He completed 
more than 60 per cent of his passes this season for the 
fourth lime in his 12-ycar career. 


Strickland who led the WFC ih rushing yardage with 
1.306, joined Saskatchewan this season after three sea- 
.sons with the Lion. The Eastern Michigan graduate was 
named B.C.'s player of the year in 1976. 

Earlier in the day. the Eastern Football Conference 
all stars were announced and Conredge Holloway of Ot¬ 
tawa Rough Riders was named quarterback on the premier 
squad. 

Holloway was named to the all-star position by a decisive 
margin over Tom Clements, the man who started most of 
the Riders' games this season and went all the way at quar¬ 
terback in Sunday's loss to Montreal In the EFC final.

Joining the Ottawa offensive landslide were running 
back Jimmy Edwards and guard Larry Butler of Hamil¬ 
ton Tiger-Cats and wide receiver Bob Gaddis and tackle 
Dan Yochum of Montreal. 

While Rough Riders dominated the offence. Montreal 
was equally prominent on the defensive unit with six play 
ers named to the 12-man squad. 

Aloueltes' corner back Dickie Harris was named for 
the sixth year in a row while outside linebacker Chuck Za- 
piec was elected for the fourth time In five years. 

Other Montrealers on the defence were tackle Glen 
Weir—for the fourth straight yeat^mlddle linebacker 
Carl Crennel (he last made it In 1973). defensive half Jim 
Burrow and safely Randy Rhino. 

Ottawa placed three players on the defence—end .Mike 
Fanucci, tackle Mike Raines and halfback Larry Brune 
End Jim Corrlgall made the Eastern all-.slars for the sixth 
lime in his seven years with Toronto. He was joined by 
comer back Eric Harris and punter Clark as the only 
Argos to make either starting team. 

Hamilton linebacker Ben Zambiasi. the lone rookie in 
either starling lineup, completed the defensise align 
ment.

Over and forgotten? 

Not by a long shot for coach Jindy Johl of Vic High Tyees 
if it's the B.C.'. high school soccer championships you're 
talking about! 

Johl is up in arms about the attention focused on his club 
during last weekend's event in Nanaimo during which the 
loumamenl's mc-dia officer, working with high-school soc¬ 
cer commissioner Brian Leesnn of Abbotsford and tourna¬ 
ment officials, passed out reports that Johl hud been 
'red-carded' in one of his club's opening-day games, 
that Johl had failed to appe ar al a coaches' meeting on the 
Thursday night and that the club had failed to appear fur 
a Friday morning game. The Colonist was also informed 
that seseral Vic High pla.vers on the sidelines of a game 
against McNair of Delta received .veliow cards 

The media officer quoted Leeson as having cited Johl 
for 'poor sportsmanship' and expressing disappointment 
with the conduct of the coach and/or club. 

■ * * * 

Johl disputes some of the facts and explains others. 

He did not receive a red card, a fact confirmed by 
tournaincw coitrdiaatgr Hm Marietta, in UK.TJyuiM^- 
gatpe aganisl Nanaimo but' old receive a .selmw t-am Tor*' 
questioning a decision by the referee after Tyee goalkeep¬ 
er Robbie Kaye suffered an Injury which required his re 
moval from the field by ambulance and subsequent hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

The Tyees were on hand at the proper field for the game 
against Richmond which was subsequently forfeited but 
proceeded to another field when there was no sign of 
their risala or game officials at the first field. While al the 
second field, Richmond and officials arrived al the first 
field and when Tyees were not there, the game was de¬ 
clared a forfeit. These facts are confirmed by Martens 
but. and on this Johl agrees. Martens points out that the 
ultimate responsibility rests with each team to be al the 
proper placcl Tight liming did not permit the game to be- 
rescheduled or it might have been although loucnament of¬ 
ficials have not speculated on that point. 

Despite the contention by Johl. who admits that he was 
away from the area for a brief period with a player 
who required allenlion, that to his knowledge no players 
on the Tyee bench were yellow-carded. Martens con¬ 
firms that none were carded But hr also said Tuesday that 
a written report submitted by the referee in the McNair 
game stated that Tyees displayed the 'worst sportsman¬ 
ship' of any team he had handled in the tournament and 
innrnameni officials slated that Johl's conduct at tuurna 
ment headquarters at times was unareeplable'. 

Others who were spet-tators at some of the Vie High 
matches said that they- had seen no evidence of ptior t-nn- 
duet by Johl or the Tyees. 

* * * 

It is reasonably obvious that a personality conflict 
exists between Johl and Leeson and Johl believes that it 
started when he (Johl) asked for U’C.son's removal from 
the Vic High bench area during a Thursday game when 
he fell that Leeson was interfering with the concenlratiun 
of the players and coaching staff , and the referee com¬ 
plied. 

Johl contend! that lan-son suggested that he would gel 
even al the evening mi>eling which was the annual general 
meeting of the B.C. high school soccer association and 
accused Leeson of making racist remarks although he 
did not elaborate. 

The meeting was not a mandatory affair and Johl. 
along w ith several other coaches, did not attend. 

Those who did attend, however, voted la^eson out of of¬ 
fice and Martens in the new commi.ssioner. 

And the repttri which Leeson had said hr would submit 
to the superintendani of schools here, had not been 
received late Tuesday as far as could be determined. 

Meanwhile, Johl feels that his team, which hr claims 
rtH-eived fewer yellow cards than any other team in the 
Vit-toria high school league this season, has received un¬ 
just crilirism and that he has personally been persecuted. 

"Lies, all lies." is the term he uses In describing the 
charges levelled against him and his players.

CALGARY (CP) — The Albertan .sa.vs an 
18 game exhibition series scheduled for De¬ 
cember. including eight games in Edmon¬ 
ton. between the World Hockey Association 
and European teams is in jeopardy. 

The morning tabloid says last week, the 
Canadian Major Junior Hockey League 
reached an agreement with the W'HA con¬ 
cerning the signing of under-aged players. 

The W'HA agreed to a down payment of 
$170,000 for eight under-aged players from 
major junior teams. The WHA also agreed 
to pay $130,000 by July IS, 1979. if the players 
remain in the WHA following the National 
Hockey League's amatcar draft in Jumv 
Becabie of the agreement the GMJHL 
asked the Canadian Amateur Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation to drop its request to the Internation¬ 
al Ice Hockey Federation that W'HA's Euro- 
pean'fbrics be cancelled. 

The Albertan, quoting unidentified 
sources, said the WHA has violated its 
agreement with the CMJHL. and conse¬ 
quently. the t'.MJHL has asked the CAHA to 


again request the IIIIF to cancel the Europe¬ 
an series—a request originally made in Sep¬ 
tember and dropped last week. 

The newspaper said the WHA violated the 
agreement by adding a third condition. The 
W'HA said it will only .slick to the deal if the 
CAHA would not attempt to collect the 
$130,000 bond which it posted one year ago 
that it wrould not sign under-aged players.

It is the laslesi development in a sincere 
bid by gimmunilion manufacturers and 
sporlsmfn In find a substitute for lead pel¬ 
lets. which in some areas have resuiled in 
the death of thousands of waterfowl, after 
they hate Iteen poisoned Ihrouqh inqesiiun 
of spi'iil shut they have picked up in shallow 
ponds and marshes. 

The new shell, which will be atailable in 
limited quantities, will be loaded with 1>, 
ounce sietd shot in a choice of No. four, two 
and one pt-ilct sizes. This hew shell has been 
desiqned to operate the repealinq actions of 
aulidoadinq maqnum shoiquns Previous 
steel shut loads desiqned for use in maqnum 
quns would nut reliably operate autuloadinq 
acliuns. particularly in cold weather 

.-knother key feature of Reminqton s new 
12-qatiqe maqnum steel shot load is its e\ 
cellent imi/zle teliKity of 1.373 fps 

Initial telocity at that letel for steel 
shot, toqelher with the substitution of larqer 
pellets than commonly used in lead loads

COPENHAGEN (AP) — A Dani.vh Dtvi 
siiHi II vocevr club was fur inn the chbii c 
Tupsdaynf paying a ^.OOO-finc or ri.sk cx 
pulsion from the Danish snccer fedrratinn 
fnr nfferinp cash rewards tn the players nf 
twn oihcr teams.

It was the first scandal uf this type since 
paid soccer, or •'experimental professional 
Ism ' was introduced in Denmark al Ihe 
start of Ihe just cuncludcd 1976 season. 

But the soccer world wildly disapreed 
what was the scandal—the cash rewards or 
the fine meted out by Ihe soccer fedcra 
lion 

Eremad Amaper. the Copc'nhapen club in 
trouble, did not offer Ihe rewards to per 
suade two other teams to lose. They were 
offerixl about $1,200 dollars each fur beat 
itip Iheir opp<Hients in final round pames and 
thus help b<Misl Eremad Amaper's chances 
of pmmulion lu Division I. 

II did not work out. anyway. One of Ihe two 
clubs rejected Ihe offer. Ihe other one said 
.ves. but both lust Iheir matches and so did 


Eremad Amaper, which consequently m 
maiiivd ill Division II *. 

But a rulinp published Tuesday by the 
soccer federation board said Eremad 
Amaper had acted in an "unsportsmanlike 
and improper” manner in violation nf fed- 
erallun rules. 

A spokesman said the board came close lu 
orderinp relepaliun of Eremad Amaper to 
Div ision III. but that a fine was found fatrer 
considerinp the cash rewards were offered 
quite openly and publicly. 

The club protested, but after introduction 
uf paid snccer Ihe federation l^oard is 
Ihe hiphesi authority in matters of this 
nature—and if the fine is not paid within a 
wix'k fcxleratinn laws call for expulsion 

A Eremad A*^Pcr spokesman indicated 
Ihe club wjU/laR. Ihc case to court, and 
virtually all Danish sports writers sided 
with Ihe club, describinp ihc decision as 
"arbitrary. " "out of pruporlion " or ' judp- 
meni without trial."

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Keep queen’s role 
as it is—Michener 


OTTAWA (CP) — Former governor-gen¬ 
eral Roland hllchener testified Tuesday that 
the federal government's ill-fated constitu¬ 
tional proposals would have diminished the 
queen's role. 

The current constitution says all govern¬ 
mental power is vested in the queen, while 
the defunct constitutional bill said power 
wasvested in the governor-general, the spri- 
tely, 78-year-old Michener told the Senate 
committee on the constitution. 

“That's a definite diminuation." 

Michener's remarks arc the latest in a 
controversy which has embroiled Ottawa 
since last June when Prime Minister Tru 
deau introduced con.stitutional proposals 
that would have abolished the Senate, in- 
•serted a charter of human rights in the 
constitution and restated the role of the 
queen and governor-general. 


Trudeau's proposals were widely inter- 
preted as a lessening of the gucen's role in 
favor of the governor-general, although the 
prime minister maintained he was merely 
trying to enshrine current practices. 

Michener said the queen's powers should 
be reduced only if (^nadian.s want a re¬ 
public. He personally favored seeing the 
constitution express the roles of the quetm 
and governor-general as (hey'exist and 
have evolved since the 1987 British North 
America Act. 

Michener, Canada's only living farmer 
governor-general, had been summoned to 
the senate committee to explain exactly 
what are the pt^ers of the governor-gen¬ 
eral and the queen and their relationship to 
Parliament. 

After listening to almost two hours of 
testimony, some senators said they were 
still confused.

Skin bleaches 
rated unsafe 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
group of experts has found 
(ha( only one of seven ingre¬ 
dients used in skin bleaches 
and lightening agents is safe 
and effective lo use against 
(he dark patches sometimes 
called age spots or liver 
spots, the government said 
recently. 

One of the ingredients, the 
advisory group said in a re¬ 
port to the Food and Drug 
Adminl.stratioo, is mercury, 
which can penetrate the skin 
and cause poisoning. It will 
be banned from the products 
if Ihe FDA accepts the ex¬ 
perts' recommendations. 

The only ingredient recom¬ 
mended by the experts Is hy- 
droquinone. which was found 
to produce lightening effects 
in a majority of users when 
applied'tn a 1.5 per cent lo 


two per cent cream. Hydro- 
quinone is the major ingre¬ 
dient In most produci.s now on 
the market, the FDA said. 

The group recommended 
(hat five ingredients be 
banned from the bleaching 
products unless the manufac¬ 
turer can show some other 
approved use for its particu¬ 
lar product.

OTTAWA (CP) — A psoria¬ 
sis treatment facility at the 
Ottawa General Hos^tal. de¬ 
signed to reduce costly hospi¬ 
tal care, may not have been 
possible without a little 
homemade technology.

Drar Dr. Ruble: My seven- 
year-old .son wets his bed 
nlKhlly. A few times he has 
Kone for a week or so dry. 
Then he .starts attain. He is an 
extremely heavy sleeper, bul 
restless. lossinK and tuminp. 

Bed- 
wetters run on bolh sides of 
our family. 

My doctor had a .son Ihe 
same age wilh Ihe same 
problem. He suggested we 
wait before testing him for 
urinary problems. Do you 
have printi-d material on 
Ihis? I never yell or embar¬ 
rass my son. but don't know 
whal to say when he is invited 
overnight somewhere. .Should 
lie be taken to a urologist?— 
Mrs. C.N. 

First of all. bedwetting al 
five is nol al all unusual, and 
inosi youngsters overcome it. 
Slatislics show that slighllv 
more than 10 per rent of ail 
youngsters persist in bedwet¬ 
ting past age i (13 per cent 
boys, 9 per cent girls). 1 say 
this only to put the matter 
into perspective for you, nol 
to lull you into false .security 
10 the point where you give up 
trying to solve Ihe boy's 
problem. 

It's interesting that Ihis lad 
has periods of dryness. Could 
be a valuable clue. An allergy 
can cause bedwetting. In this 
respect, it is also important 
that the problem occurred on 
bolh sides of your family. Al 
lergies can be passed on. Try 
lo deled what might be in¬ 
volved in his periods of dr> 
ness. Perhaps a food, over 
activity (causing ex 
hauslion-lype sleep). e(c., 
can be pinpointed.

WASHINGTON (CHh—The mass ritual deaths of re- 
lil^iuus cull members in Guyana emphasize a dramatic 
need for research on why people surrender rational 
thinking for a bizarre lifestyle, says a psychiatrist. 

But Dr. Stephen Hersh. a sp(>ciali.st in mental health of 
the >ounK. warned Tuesday that the phenomenon of culls 
w<iiiid not lend itself to quick or easy pronouncements. 

•The desperation of parents who feel that their chil¬ 
dren have been captured and seduced Into an alien way of 
life cannot be i^nortKl." said Hersh. director uf youth pro- 
j^rams at the National Institute of Mental Health. 

“Vet the ri>tht of anv pt'Cson of a^e to choose his or 
her own religion or way of life must not bi* violated. ' 

Little investij^alion was bi'inp fiK-used on culls, and 
•the need for quality research into this complex issue is 
dramatically apparent. " he said following the deaths of 
more than UNI m<‘mbcrs of the People's Temple colony of 
U(‘v .lim Jones. 

Dr. Thomas fnperleider of the Iniverslty of California 
at Los Anodes, a spt'cialist in the study of culls, said the 
apparent mass suicides and murders in Guyana were not 
IVpica! of such f*roups. 

••| ludieve It was the jungle." said ln«erleider. who 
was recently turned down fur a federal ftrant to investijjtate 
ilu' phenomenon further. 

•’The members >toi mi fet'dback from the outside world.'* 
he said. ’ They did not read Time magazine or watch the 
news at niuht. Thus, they were under Immense jiroup 
pressure and easily led." 

l ii^erieider. also a psychiairhl and member of President 
Carter's druM abuse task force, said it was doubtful the 
ira.uedv would have occurred ift.'jan Francisco, where the 
Uroup lived earlier 

Hersh said a major probhin was that some f*roup.s 
emphasized “anti ipiellectualism."

Deputy 
Assistant, Secretary of .Stale John Bush- 
nell responded to claims the department 
should have known the Jonestown cull 
was dangerous and should haw warned 
Ryan before the California DemiKTal made 


his fatal fad finding visit last week. 

Although U.S. consular officers were 
vaguely "uneasy and eoncerned" about 
what they had heard of the Juncstown 
colony. Bushncll said, law and American 
tradition—free speech and church stale 
separation—restricted their scope of ac¬ 
tion. 

"The Consular Service of the L'niled 
States is not inherently an investigative 
organisation." Bushnell said, and all eon- 
sular officers can do "is to make the 
best efforts of trying lu find if there are 


violations of the rights of Americans cUi- 
rens." 

In response lu a barrage of complainLs 
from relatives of the Jonestown colonists, he 
said. American consular officers in Guyana 
met with at least 7S members of the Rev. 
Jim Jones' Peoples' Temple. 

Bushnell said consular officer Richard 
McCoy alone had interviewed 10 lu 30 of 
these people in the field ot er the past year 
about allegations Jones and his henchmen 
were subjecting eolonisis to mental, physi¬ 
cal or sexual abuse.

"In all cases, the answer was nu." 
nell said. 

In additiun. he said. "All denied they 
were being hold against their will or abused 
in any way." 

As a result, he added. "The officers 
who visited the camp were never able, 
from their own observations and invesliga- 
tions. to sub.slanllale the kind of allegations 
that had been made. We were impressinl by 
the physical progress of the community in 
such a short lime. "

"Redemption certainly eannol be achieved by a reli 
gious phenomenon invented by man," theologian Gino 
Concetti said in a front page editorial discussing the cull 
of Ihe Rev. Jint Jones. 

"Claiming lu be a new prophet uf a 2.000-year-uld re 
liginn that has an immense blossoming uf saints, while 
ignoring church experience or In contrast with it. means, 
lu say Ihe least, to place oneselt outside hisivry and em¬ 
bark on a crazy adventure.' ( ontetti said. 

lie said all men had a right to religious freedom, 
but they "always liave a duly lo search for Ihe true rell- ' 
gion. They eannol and must not believe in the 'false 
prophets' who spring up in every lime Christ himself 
warns against them 

"The victims of that massacre deserve all our pity and 
relatives deserve all iiur comfort. " Coneelli said, "in 
the face of death-any kind of death-every human judg¬ 
ment must cease.

OTTAWA (CP)—Progressive Con 
servative transport critic Don Ma 
zaiikoyvski accu-sed the government 
Tuesday of discriminating against 
tourists in Canada. 

Proposed increases in air transpor¬ 
tation taxes favored air travellers 
going abroad at the expense of people 


travelling within Canada, he said 
The taxes are scheduled to rise to 
$15 from tx next April for domestic 
flights, and to $12 from $6 next July 
for international flights. 

Transport Minister Otto Lang said 
airport fees were higher for Interna 
tional flights. 


James McGrath (PC—St. John's 
East) said increased taxes were 
need^ to pay for "colossal blun¬ 
ders" like Mirabel airport 

John Crosbie (PC—St. John's 
West) asked how the government 
could hope to encourage tourism 


when travel costs in Canada rose 71.5 
per cent between 1971 and 1977, com¬ 
pared with a SO-per-cent increase in 
costs in the United States. 

Canadian taxpayers should not 
have to pick up the tab for foreign 
tourists, replied Industry Minister 
Jack Horner.

Westinghouse fined 
for, Egyptian bribe 


WASHINGTON (Reuter)- 
Wcstinfthou.se Electric Corp. 
was fined $3tM.000 this week 
for bribing a former high 
Egyptian official to win a $30- 
million contract to build a 
power plant near Cairo. 

The Justice department 
told U.S. District Judge Bar¬ 
rington Parker that the 
Egyptian government had 
begun an investigation into 
the case, in which Westingh- 
nuse paid more than $2SO.OOO 
to former Egyptian Electric- 
iiy Minister Ahmed Sultan Is¬ 
mail in 1975. 

Parker refused last month 
In accept an arrangement 
uurked out between the jus¬ 
tice department and Wes¬ 
tinghouse under which the 
(nmpany pleaded guilty. But 
the charges then did not in¬ 
clude the name of the foreign 
lounlrv- or the individuals in 
solved in the case. 

Today, government prose¬ 


cutor D, Jeffrey Hirschberg 
de.scribed how the bribe 
funds were either funnelled 
into a numbered Swiss bank 
account or given to Ahmed 
personally by a Westinghouse 
official. 

Hirschberg said the stale 
department had feared that 
disclosure of the name of the 
Egyptian could affect the 
course of Egyptian-Israeli 
peace talks going on in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Following disclosure of 
Ahmed's name in press 
reports, the department 
withdrew its objections. 

A statement read in court 
said Westinghouse pleaded 
guilty to 30 counts of filing 
false statements to the l'.S. 
Import-Export Bank and the 
Agency for International De¬ 
velopment. Both of these or¬ 
ganizations were heavily in¬ 
volved in financing the power 
plant. 


Westinghouse officials told 
the court that the company's 
employees or agents Involved 
in the case had either left the 
corporation or been reas¬ 
signed.

various reports suggest postal authorities 
were responsible for a product called 
' Breen, the detergent that cleans away dirt 
and grime" that was ptomuted with four 
million coupons in major new-spapers offer¬ 
ing 2S-cent discounts. 

'hie product called Breen never existed, 
but postal authorities were quickly flooded 
with claims for the 25-cent redemptions 
from people who claimed they had bought 
Breen. 

The claims were mailed to a phony ad¬ 
dress the postal authorities hod estab¬ 
lished. 

Using undercover agents and disguised 
postal inspectors, authorities were able to 
uncover doaeiu of conspiracies nationwide 
for improperly cashing in the coupons. 

In total, manufacturers of all sorts of 
products send out about 80 bOHun discount 
coupons a year. Even though their average 
value Ls onW about 20 cents, thieves find it 
profitable if they cao cash In hrge numbers 
of the coupons. 

There are oavoralacbeoies they use: 

# Fictitious stores are created so fradu- 
luent redeemers can obtain stacks of the 
coupons and send them to the manufacturer.

• Crooked clearing houses, used by manu¬ 
facturers and retailers tvho want to avoid 
the trouble of sorting the coupons them¬

• Sometimes unwittingly, charitable 
groups clip Ihc coupons for a middleman 
working for a crooked grocer by offering the 
group a donation for each coupon clipped. 
The postal authories found some of these 
charitable groups were aware their acti¬ 
vities were illegal but did it anyway. 

Within six months, postil aalhorilies re¬ 
ceived redemption claims from about 2,100 
stores for Breen. Each of the coupons they 
sent in carried a standard warning that pur- 
cha.se of the product was required before a 
discount could be claimed. 

The Post tiirice is reported lo have zeroed 
la on about 300 companies engaged in large- 
scale redemptions, with mass arrests ex¬ 
pected soon in the New York metropolitan 
area. 

Investigations are continuing in about half 
a dozen locations across the United States.

LUSAKA (Reuter)—Disco- 
veT>’ of the body of an elderly 
Canadlan-bom woman on her 
farm near Lusaka is likely 
to heifthten the anxiety of 
whites In isolated farming 
areas around the Zambian 
capital. 

Police said they recover 
ed the body of Muriel Bis- 
sell, a native of Klora. Ont.. 
last Saturday from her farm 
about 16 kilometres west of 
here. 

She disappeared Nov. H 
during a wave of anti-white 
unrest following Rhodesian 
air strikes into Zambia 

Police said they detained 
her farm manager, believed 
(0 be a black Rhodesian, and 
three other suspects. 

There was no suggestion 
In the police statement that 
the guerrillas of Joshua 
Nkomo's' Zambian-based 
Zimbabwe African Peoples 
Union were responsible. 

The discovery of the 67- 
vear-old former missionary's 
body came amid increa!^ 


anxiety among farmers west 
and north of Lusaka following 
a series of abductions of 
whiles. The farmers say 
ZAPU has seised at least 
six whites in two weeks and in 
some rases beat them up be 
fore releasing them. 

The detained black Rhode 
sian farm manager had ear 
Her told Miss Bissell's friends 
that armed men took her 
away. 

Police said some of her 
possessions had been found 
with the farm manager's par¬ 
ents and indicated that her 
body had been found on her 
own properly. 

The small and frail Miss 
Bissell was widely known in 
Lusaka as a benefaetor of 
charitable organizations. She 
ran her farm as a co-opera¬ 
tive with her Zambian work¬ 
ers. 

Some of the whiles living 
outside Lusaka may now 
move their families Into 
town, residents said. 

Zambia has a while farm 
ing community of about 300. 
some living in isolated bush 
country around I^usaka.

Af t ORDING TO a joint eompanv pro-

' teel Ihe environment. 

The Campbell River Knvironmental Coun- 
<il. representing seven envimnmental 
groups, completely opposes the estuary shi-

River. 

In the l»50s, Mrs. Warren received the rights to the tra¬ 
ditional mask dances of the North People. 

I me son, Rob. is a director of Ihe United Native Nations 
and president of Ihe Victoria local 

Mrs. Warren was bom on Ihe Songhees reserve and 
later attended the Cnqualeelza Residential School near 
Sardis with MLA Frank Calder and Senator Guy Wil¬ 
liams. 

In 1937, she married Capl. W.H.C. Warren from a well- 
known family of West (^ast marine pioneers. They resid¬ 
ed in Chemainus until 1934 before reluming In the re¬ 
serve for several .vears until moving to their current ad¬ 
dress. 

She is survived by her husband, one daughter and three 
sons.There are eight grandchildren. 

Mass will be held this morning at St. Andrew's followed 
by burial on the reserve and later the traditional longhouse 
ceremony.

THE BLUE DOOR DRUG STORE IN YOUR NEIGHBOURHOOD 
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— For the-part week-or more I hiw 
been yikUng away about fruit trees for 
the small borne orchard — why you 
should plant them, when to plant, where 
to plant and what kinds to plant. It Is 
about time now to get down to business 
and surt bunging the little trees into the 
ground. 

It Is a good idea, while awaiting the 
delivery of your trees, to get some good 
topsoil in under cover. The Idea here is 
to get It dried off a bit so It can be 
worked under and around the roots 
when planting — something you can't do 
with wet clods of soil; I like to store my 
pile of soli on the concrete floor of our 
garage, for It is easier to turn and mix it 
with peat moss, using an old coal shovel, 
when it la on a firm, hard base. 

I add one bucketful of peat moss to 
every four of soli — this to to improve 
the texture — and for each bucket of 
peat. I mix in two cupfuls of bone meal 
and four of pulveiiz^ limestone, turn¬ 
ing it with the coal shovel until it to 
thoroughly mixed. 

Ideally, the planting pits should be 
prepared well in advance of actual 
planting. By digging the holes at least a 
week in advance of actual planting, the 
soil has a chance to become weathered 
and aerated, which is all to the good, 
^ides, by preparing the botes in ad-

they fill up with water during rain. Such 
a tendency should rule out that particu¬ 
lar site, for none of our fruit trees aan 
tolerate permanently wet feet. 

Planting pits should be wide enough 
across to take all the roots spread out 
nearly horliontally. sloping gently 
downward, without any bending, 
cramping or doubling back on itself. 
Mind you, a planting pit needn't be 
overly de <9 — only about nine inches at 
its deepest point — but it mast be wide 
enough, tbm la four feet across for 
most kinds. 

This point was brought home to me 
very forcefully on one occasion. A plum 
tree which bad been planted too hastily 
was putting on a poor performance, 
with weak, spindly growth and anemic 
foliage. After trying just about every 
treatment In the book, I dug it up to have 
a look at the roots. Every root tip which 
had been bent or doubled back on itself 
to fit into a too-small hole Ifad rotted 
away, and no new roots had formed to 
take their place. 

With a planting pit dug, take some of 
the excavated soil and make a little 
mound In the centre. Sit your tree on 
this mound to the spread-out roots will 
slope gently outward and downward 
from the centre. Then, before you do

If there to a soil mark 
on the stem, use this as a guide lo depth 
of planting, bul remember that under no 
circumstances may the graft union be 
buried. This to In direct contrast it the 
rule for rose planting. 

With the tree sitting on Its mound of 
soil and the roots nicely spread out. you 
can start filling in. using the prepared 
peat-soil mixture. Jiggle the tree up and 
dowm a little at yon proceed, to work the ’ 
dryish spll around and under the ronis. 

When the hole it about two-thirds 
filled, slop and pour a bucket of water in 
very slowly, to settle the soil. A little 
Transplantone or Dixon-Reid VHamln 
B-1 in the water is a worthwhile refine¬ 
ment. When this drains away, finish the 
filling in with loose, dry toil on lop. No 
treading or stomping is necessary or 
desirable — the water does all the firm¬ 
ing necessary. 

Finally, stake and tie .vour little tree 
to prevent wind-rocking, bul make sure 
the tie will not chafe the bark nor hinder 
the natural expansion of the trunk.

De Chirico dies at 90 


ROME (AP)—Ginrglo De 
Chirico, considered by many 
to be Italy's greatest painter 
of this century, has died of 
heart attack in a Rome hospi¬ 
tal. at 99. 

He had been in poor health 
for two years. His condition 
deteriorated since last sum 
mer after a heart pacemaker 
was implanted. 

•Sourei-s at the lutspital said 
the painter died peacefully. 

< De Chirico founded the Kal¬ 
ian metaphysical movement 
and spent most of his life 
quarrelling with art critics, 
fellow-painters and dealers 

He was a severe critic of 
miglern times and modem 
art and said (rue painting, 
other than his own work, 
ceased more than two cen¬ 
turies ago. He described 
modem art as '•horrible, 
something you can't even 
look at." 

Born and raised In Greece 
but educated in Munich. Ger- 
iT|any. De Chirico moved to 
Rome as an adult and fell in 


love with the eRy, hardly 
ever leaving (t. He said he 
chose to .stay In his apart¬ 
ment overlooking the -Spanish 
-Steps because the world was 
"sad and ugly, and travelling 
was only a waste of time.” 

An extremely prolific 
painter, he had art exhibited 
throughout the world. 

De Chirico owned hundreds 
of his own paintings and they 
remain the property of his 
widow Isa. They had no chil¬ 
dren 

Colony scraps 
200-man army 

.SUVA. Fiji (AP)—Britain's 
Pacific colony of the Gilbert 
Islands, scheduled to become 
independent next year, is 
scrapping its 200-man army.

De Chirico's paintings were 
a .source of persistent dis¬ 
putes during his life. His 


work has been so prolific lhal 
he often called paintings 
false, then later acknow 
ledged they were aulhenlie 
A number of these cases 
have gone to court but were 
quietly si-ttled since De 
Chirico said It was "bad pub 
lirlty" for him. Ik- was m 
parted to have stressed that it 
was easier to copy his art. 
which was based "on fads, 
the reality of life interpreted 
transcendentally. " than the 
abstract expressions of other 
painters.,

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Scientist raises hopes for cancer immunity 


■ OTTAWA tCP>—An . Otiawa Miantl.st who has boon 
yi'searchini} cancer immunology for the Iasi 10 years says 
jil may someday be possible to immunize against the dis- 
(Case. 

Dr. Thomas Stewart, a University of Ottawa medical 
professor, .said Monday that early test re.sults using an 
immunizing agent taken from human cancer cells had 
produced significant results. 

lie said 20 of 20 lung cancer patients Immunized following 
surgery In 1073 were still alive, although cancer hud 
reappeared in one. In a second group of 21 patients who 
had surgery for lung cancer at the same lime but were not 
immunized, only It were alive and cancer had al.so 
reappeared in one. 

"These are highly significant differences." said Ur. 
.Stewart, who is also chief of nuclear medicine at the Ot¬ 
tawa General hospital. Figures showed one-third of lung 
cancer patients died two years following surgery. 


A similar experiment has been conducted in Buffalo. 
N.Y., and "the early results are encouraging.” 

Although recent experiments Involved small numbers of 
patients. Dr. Stewart said researchers were planning a 
long-term study of lung cancer patients in a number of cities 
including Halifax, .Sherbrooke. Que., Winnipeg. Toronto and 
Victoria. 

The study, to cost $240,000. is supported by the National 
Cancer Institute and the Medical Research Council, but 
more money Is needed to conduct intensive laboratory 
studies to Investigate cellular activity. 

""Over the last few years, it has been the government's 
policy not to support research, and I consider that cata- 
.strophic and mindless." 

Rcssearch on the antigens, used for immunization, began 
about to years ago in co-operation with a medical professor 
at George Washington University, said Dr. Stewart. 


The antigens are taken from lha surface of cancer 
cells and ""there are proteins on the surface which appear 
to bo different frtim other cells.” 

"‘There are limitations to the approach, in that we have 
to have patients with an early diagnosis.” said Dr. .Stewart. 
“Perhaps 10 per cent of those who are diagnosed early with 
lung cancer can be immunized.” 

However, antigens used for lung cancer were currently 
Imported from the United States, said Dr. Stewart, who 
blamed lack of federal support for medical research. 

"It la a deliberate government policy to buy rather 
than produce here. Government decisions haven't quite 
struck a mortal blow to medical researchers, but close 
enough.” 

Immunization cuuld be used to protect those whu were at 
risk for lung cancer, such as uranium and asbestos miners 


who smoked, if they were closely monitored, said Dr. 
•Stewart. ^ 

And w-hilc research so far had been geared to those witl] 
lung career, immunization against all forms of cancer 
might be possible. 

"'The prospect of offering immunization (against can 
cer) to people may be possible.” he said. "There is a 
swing toward this direction.” 

British researchers have, for example, uncovered an 
anti-tumor substance in pregnant women which they 
believe can be used successfully against breast cancer. 

The anti-tumor substances, known as fetal cells, when 
Injected into mice can create an immunity to t ancer which 
appears to last throughout the animal's lifetime, early 
experiments have shown. 

But researchers have cautioned that human experi 
ments are .still a lung way off

The four had been missing 


since a robbery early Satur¬ 
day as they were cleaning up 
The restaurant had clos^ at 
II p.m. Friday. 

Police said an off-duty em¬ 
ployee informed them the 
restaurant was deserted at I 
a m. Saturday and the back 
door had been left open, al- 
thou^ the workers weren't 
scheduled to leave until 2 
am. 

Authorities speculated the 
robbers farced the four work¬ 
ers to leave the store in Miss 
Friedt's car. discovered 
abandoned about two kilo¬ 
metres away at 4:30 a.m.

viets for .subjecting the em¬ 
bassy to microwave 
emissions 

The study was authorized 
In 1978 at the request of the 
American Foreign Service 
Association. At the time, the 


Soviets had heightened their 
microwave bombardment of 
the embassy as a surveil¬ 
lance measure. This raised 
concern about the effects on 
emba9.sy personnel, family 
and visitors, particularly if 


the bombardment increased 
risks of cancer. 

Johns Hopkins researchers 
said the study covered about 
3.800 employees and their de¬ 
pendents who were stationed 
in Moscow and a control 


group of about 7.800 persons 
at other Eastern European 
embassies. 

Dr. Abraham Lilienfeld. 
who headed the study, said at 
a news conference that health 
records of the two groups are 


"es.sentially, markedly simi- 
.lar." 

The study did not end the 
controversy, however.

(API-The first of 2.800 refu 
gees from Vietnam will leave 
the crowded freighter Hai 
linn/’ in a couple of days and 
fly to eight Western countries 
including Canada and the 
I'niled Stales, informed 
sources said .Monday. 

They said agreement was 
reached among Canadian. 
French. L'.S. and Belgian dip- 
iomata, the UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees rep¬ 
resentatives and Malaysian 
foreign ministry officials on 
allowing the refugees, most 
of whom are ethnic Chinese, 
to leave Malaysia. 

Canada has promised to 
lake about 600. France about 
1.000. Belgium about 180 and 
the L'niled Slates about 780. 

The sources said West Ger 
many. Britain. Switzerland 
and the Netherlands would 
lake a few of the refugees 
who have relatives there. 

The refugees have been on 
the rusty coasting freighter 
anchored off this western 
Malaysian port for 12 days, 
walling to hear if they would 
be admitted to refugee camps 
here, sent to other countries 
or. as Malaysia had threa¬ 
tened if 4io homes could be 
fuund for them, towed back 
out to international waters. 

The refugees were reported 
to have paid a Hong Kong 
syndicate $8 million for the 
30-year-old ship, bought their 
way out of the country and 
met the ship off the coast of 
Vung Tau in southern Viet¬ 
nam on Oct. 14.

Another 890 Vietnamese 
refugees arrived in .Malaysia 
on Sunday nighr. The country 
receives so nlany rgfugyes 
because «aiTeHtt"hwmlly i 
sweep life imall bOMs many 
use |o escape across the 480 to 
640 kilometres of the South 
China Sea to Malaysian 
beaches. Others arrive by 
choice because the country is 
said to have the best refugee 
camps In the region. 


The Chinese, w ho made up 
much of Vietnam's merchant 
class before their property 
was nationalized after the 
communist takeover In 1978. 
have been fleeing by the tens 
of thousands, claiming perse¬ 
cution. 

There are signs that the 
Vietnamese consider them 
undesirables and are glad to 
see them go. A tugboat was 
boarded by Vietnamese 
troops off the coast of south¬ 
ern Vietnam and ordered to 
pick up 111 ethnic Chinese 
from Vietnam, the Singapore 
Sunday Times reported. 

The paper quoted the tug's 
radio officer as saying the 
Chinese did not want to live in 
Vietnam and had permi.ssion 
to go. It said the incident 
happened in late October.

llepple's comments came 
after the chairman of the Ca¬ 
nadian Turkey Marketing 
Agency warned in Ottawa 
that wholesalers—the midd¬ 
lemen who buy turkeys from 
farmers and sell to super¬ 
markets—are holding about 
n million kilograms of the 
birds in cold storage to try to 
force up prices shoppers will 
pay for their Christmas tur¬ 
keys. 

Hepple said there were four 
major processors in B.C.. the 
largest of which is Panco 
Poultry, sold earlier in June 


for $t million by the provin¬ 
cial government, and there 
was .Uttle chance a govern 
ment agency would attempt 
to hoard. 

He said it the biggest pro¬ 
ducer was following normal 
marketing procedure, there 
was not much else the 
smaller companies could do 
but follow suit. 

Ken Crawford, chairman 
of the Canadian Turkey Mar¬ 
keting Agency, said turkey 
growers "want to make the 
public aware that there's 
plenty of turkey available for 


Christmas and there's no 
need to pay high prices." 

Grocery stores were charg¬ 
ing tl.lg to $1.41 a pound for 
turkeys when the highest 
shoppers should pay was 
tt.IO to $1.20 a pound. Craw¬ 
ford saiiL 

He said wholesalers were 
paying farmers only an aver¬ 
age of 50 cents a pound for 
the turkeys, but billed super¬ 
markets $1.04 to $1.10 a 
pound, and that for limited 
quantities. 

Crawford would not name 
the offending wholesalers. 


but said the federal consumer 
affairs department should in¬ 
vestigate rather than pester 
the turkey marketing. 
agency. 

In the Commons. Consum¬ 


er Affairs Minister Warren 
Allmand said he was not 
aware of the agency's 
charges, but would investi¬ 
gate.

Bodies lie at at foot of Jones' empty throne at cult settlement

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
— Th* Rev. Jim Jones, who 
led more than MO followers of 
his Peoples Temple religious 
sect to their deaths in a kill- 
ing-and-suicide outbreak at 
their jungle commune, was 
egotistical, paranoid and 
probably dependent on drugs, 
his .son, Stephan, It. told a 
press conference here Tues¬ 
day. 

Jones, his wife Marcy, one 
of his mistresses. Maria Kat- 
saris, and M2 of his followers 
died Saturday night at Jones¬ 
town. the agricultural settle¬ 
ment he founded four years 
ago. 

Jones was killed by a bullet 
but most of Ihe victims. In 
eluding women and children 
and babies, died from cya¬ 
nide that they drank mixed 
with Kool-Aid. 

Painting a powerful por- 
^ trait of the disintegration of a 
man he had once loved Ste 
phan Jones said: “Jonestown 
was half Jim Jones' genius 
and Ihe other half was his 
paranoia. 

“He claimed he was afraid 
of nothing, which 1 know was 
bull. He was a very fright¬ 
ened man. 

“He claimed he had no ego. 
but it was totally the oppo 
site. He had one of Ihe biggest 
egos I have ever seen in my 
life. 

“My father said he was a 
dying man and he listed a 
number of Illnesses, includ¬ 
ing heart troubles. He feared 
for his life so much but I 
never dreamt he would do 
anything like this." 

Asked how history might 
see Jones, his son replied: “I 
don't care. 1 can almost say 1 
hate this man because he has 
destroyed everything I have 
Used for."

Let judge’s lapse pass—panel 


VANCOUVER (CP)—No 
action should be taken 
against an alcoholic provin¬ 
cial court judge who picked 
up a teenage prostitute, the 
B C. Judicial Council rerom 
mended Tuesday. 

The seven-member council 
says in a written recommen¬ 
dation to the provincial cabi¬ 
net that Ihe actions of Judge 
Erik Bendrodl were regret¬ 
table. but questions whether 
a judge should be removed 


from the bench because of "a 
single moral lapse" 

The council noted that “it 
should be made clear that 
neither Judge Bendrodt nor 
the woman Involved commit¬ 
ted any Illegal act. " 

The council also said Ben- 
drodt's lawyer had told it Ihe 
public was not Victorian In its 
thinking, “and that in light of 
the present mores of Ihe com¬ 
munity. an otherwise highly 
regarded provincial court 


judge should not be dismissed 
from the bench for a single 
incident." 

A two-day inquiry was told 
Bendrodt was an alcoholic 
whose wife suffered from 
crippling multiple sclerosis. 

The B.C. government or¬ 
dered the inquiry after hotel 
security manager George 
Peden gave a sworn state¬ 
ment to Chief Provincial 
Court Judge Lawrence Gou¬ 
let (hat he saw Bendrodt pick 


up a known prostitule Oct. 
18 . 

Peden was highly critical 
of the recommendation. 
Council member Jacob 
Brouwer also dissented from 
Ihe report. Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom refused com¬ 
ment. 

Peden's complaint to Gou¬ 
let was highly publicized 
w hen he sent a copy to a radio 
hot line host. 


The council examined 
charges that Bendrodt had 
shown “dishonorable person¬ 
al conduct" in his relation¬ 
ship with the prostitute and 
that he was unable to per¬ 
form his duties because of his 
alcoholism. 

The council unanimously 
dismissed the alcoholism dis¬ 
ability. saying there was no 
evidence to indicate he ever 
sat as a judge while affected 
by alcohol

Bodies of 405 
at settlement 

GEORGETOWN (AP) — Survivors of the Jones¬ 
town cult suicide, menaced by flesh-eating piranha fish 
and other deadly perils of the tropical rain forest, 
eluded searching soldiers in the neariy-impenetrable 
Gtiyanan wilderness for a third day Tuesday. 

Police Commissioner Lloyd Barker estimated 200- 
300 survivors fled into the bush and said some might 
( uve-eu t ceeded In reeetiiag friendly Indian villages. 
Other sources put the number of survivors at nearly 
800. 

At the jungle site of the mass suicide, the bodies of 
405 members of the American religious sect lay de¬ 
composing in the equato¬ 
rial sun. 

U.S. military officials were 
planning to airlift Ihe bodies 
to the United States. 

A slate department spokes¬ 
man in Washington said Guy¬ 
ana has asked that the U.S. 
government remove all the 
bodlr.s. despite their slate of 
decomposition. He had said 
earlier some of Ihe bodies 
might be buried at the jungle 
sellemenl. 

About 200 U.S troops, 
awaiting the arrival of a 
dozen helicopters, stood by in 
Georgetown for the evacua¬ 
tion operation. 

Estimates of the number of 
sect members who fled the 
Jonestown camp Saturday 
during the ritual of mass 
self-destruction by poison 
ranged from 375 to more than 
775. Stephan Jones. 19-year- 
old son of the Peoples Temple 
sect's fanatical founder. Rev. 
Jim Jones, estimated about 
.too had gone into the inhospii 
able forest. 

Jim Jones ordered the 
mass suicide, a ritual he 
code-named “White Knight" 
and which he had practised 
with his loyal followers, after 
sect members ambushed and 
killed U.S. Representative 
Leo Ryan of California and 
four members of a Ryan-led 
party that made an investiga¬ 
tive visit to Ihe camp. 

Jones was one of three per¬ 
sons who died of gunshot 
wounds, apparently self-in¬ 
flicted. About one-quarter of 
the dead were children, some 
babies whose mothers were 
reported to-have fed them the 
fatal brew of Kool-Ald and 
cyanide. 

Guyanese familiar with Ihe 
area questioned whether Ihe 
fugitives could long survive 
without shelter and steady 
food supplies in a jungle filled 
with swamps and criss¬ 
crossed by streams and 
rivers inhabited by piranhas 
and electric eels. The rainy 
season is just starting. 

Jones is known to have in¬ 
stilled a fervid will to sur¬ 
vive among some of his fol 
lowers, however, telling them 
their settlements could be 
come sanctuaries where they 
would escape a nuclear holo¬ 
caust or other calamity. A 
fear that outsiders were 
about to destroy their small 
society apparently triggered 
the mass suicide.

Jones, his wife and son were among more than too 
people found dead Monday In Ihe sect's remnie jungle 
community in northwestern Guyana 

Holly Morton, a membe-r of one of (he sect's 
refugee havens, the Human Freedom Centre, set up in 
Berkeley. Calif., said: “Jones, even if he Is dead, had 
plans to annihilate people who had left the temple" 

Police blocked off the front of the centre to traffic 
and closely checked the indeotification of all visitors. 

In Los Angeles, police guarded a group called Con¬ 
cerned Relatives, which tried to help people escape 
from the church. 

A centre official, who asked not to be identified, 
said Jones had told followers that those who did not go 
to Guyana eventually would be murdered or would 
have to commit sulcidq. 

“I'm scared. I can tell you frankly I'm scared, " 
said one of the people slaying at the centre.

More than SO pt-r cent of the tolers turned out Satur 
day—and almost without exception they voted the in 
cumbents back in. 

0B.SKRVI-:R.S WtlO had been closely lullowing tbe 
campaigns were surprised at the lack of change prodiK-ad hy- 
Ihe elections. 

Only ineumbefll m lose was Aid Sandy MacKay. hr the 
city centre ward. 

In the city, some 13.141 voters turned out. With 24,101 
on the voting list, that would mean more than a 50 per rent 
voter turnout. But returning offieer Sandy Gray said there 
was a heavy polling station registration and the actual 
percentage turnout would not be known until those new reg¬ 
istrations were tabulated. 

OF THOSE 13,141 voters a solid core of 49 per cent, or 
6.498. stuck with Nanaimo Mayor Frank Ney 

Ney's re-election came as no surprise to political ob¬ 
servers. but his continuing solid block of support did 

Splitting the remaining mayoralty voles were Pal Bar¬ 
ron. with 3.526 and Alex Viroslko with 2.991. 

Far behind was merchant Ed Brewster with 91. Some 35 
voters cast ballots for Mike Sammon. who had withdrawn 
trom the'campaign Nov. 9. 

How. and why. Barron and Viroslko split tbe vote will be 
the subject of speculation for years to come. 


ONE BARRON SUPPORTER, early in the evening, 
watching election returns come in, could already see the 
split. 

"I wouldn't have believed It." he said. 

For Alex Viroslko. the defeat spells the end to a .10- 
year career of public service, although just because he is 
not holding an office does not mean Virkostko's voice won't 
be heard on coitUDversial Issues.

In zone four, Northfield. incumbent Nelson Allen scored 
a resounding victory over Barry Harvie.

HARVIE, TOO, HA.S indicated displeasure with the 
election, and said he is planning a protest to municipal 
affairs over Allen's campaign advertising. 

Zone five. Departure Bay. re-elected its incumbent, Ray 
Brookbank. with 917 votes.Close behind was Les Motli- 
shaw with 866. Paulette Van Riper received 493 Departure 
Bay votes. 

.Another close race in zone six. Wellington, saw incum 
bent Ada Howden elected by 101 votes over Alf Flett. How- 
den received 1,185 votes to Flett’s 1,086. 

THE CLIFF-HANGER of the evening at election return 
headquarters was the school board race. 

Topping the poll was school board chairman Bill Hol- 
dom. with 10,158.

She received strong support not only in the 
Ladysmith area, which she promised to represent on the 
school board, but throughout the district. 

Incumbent Joy Leach easily captured third spot with

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley voters' ret 
ord turnout for a non-mayoralty contest at 
municipal elections Saturday was attributed 
mainly to interest sparked by a slate of 
schoolboard candidates calling themselves 
the Group of Five.

Johl is up in arms about the attention focused on his club 
during last weekend's event in Nanaimo during which Ihe 
(oumament's media officer, working with high-school sih- 
cer commissioner Brian Leeson of Abbotsford and tourna¬ 
ment officials, passed out reports that Johl had been 
'red-carded' in one of his club's openingday games, 
that Johl had failed to appear al a coaches' meeting on Ihe 
Thursday night and that Ihe club had failed to appear for 
a Friday morning game. The Colonist was also informed 
that several Vic High players on Ihe sidelines of a game 
against McNair of Delta received yellow cards 
The media officer quoted la-eson as having cited Johl 
for ‘poor sportsmanship' and expressing disappointment 
with the conduct of (he roach and or club. 


Johl disputes .some of the facts and explains others 

He did not receive a red card, a fact confirmed by 
loumameiu. co^iEdiMlpr Ron Martens, In the Tlviasda,v 
game against Nanaimo but did receive a yellow card for 
questioning a derision by the referee after "Tvee goalkeep¬ 
er Robbie Kaye suffered an injury which required his re¬ 
moval from (he field by ambulance and subsequent hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

The T.vees were on hand al Ihe proper field for the game 
against Richmond which was subsequently forfeited but 
proceeded to another field when there was no sign of 
their rivals or game officials al the first field While al Ihe 
second field. Richmond and officials arrived al Ihe first 
field and when Tyees were not there, the game was de¬ 
clared a forfeit. The.se facts are confirmwl by Martens 
but. and on this Johl agrees. Martens poinLs out that Ihe 
ultimate responsibility rests with each team to be al Ihe 
proper place. Tight timing did not permit the game to be 
re.schedulrd or it might have been although tournament of¬ 
ficials have not speculated on that point. 

Despite the contention by Johl, who admits (hat he was 
away from the area for a brief period with a player 
who required attention, that to his knowledge no players 
on the Tyee bench were yellow-carded. Martens con¬ 
firms that none were carded. But he also said Tuesday (hat 
a written report submitted by the referee in the McNair 
game slated that Tyees displayed the 'worst sportsman¬ 
ship' of any team he had handled in the tournament and 
tournament officials staled that Johl's conduct at lourna 
ment headquarters at times was 'unacceptable'. 

Others who were spectators al some of Ihe Vii High 
matches said that they had seen no evidence of ptnir con 
duct by Johl or Ihe Ty ees.

It is rea.sonably obvious that a personality conflict 
exists between Johl and Leeson and Johl believes that it 
started when he (Johl) asked for Leeson’s removal from 
Ihe Vic High bench area during a Thursday game when 
he fell that Leeson was interfering with (he concentration 
of the players and coaching staff., and the n-feree com 
plied 

Johl contends that Leeson suggested that he would gel 
. even at the evening meeting which was the annual general 
meeting of the B.C. high school soccer association and 
accused Leeson of making racist remarks although he 
did not elaborate. 

The meeting was not a mandatory affair and Johl. 
along with .several other coaches, did not attend 

Those who did attend, however, voted Leeson out of of¬ 
fice and Martens in the new commissioner. 

And the report which Leeson had .said he would submit 
to Ihe superintendant of schools here, had not been 
received late Tuesday as far as could be determined. 

Meanwhile. Johl feels that his team, which he claims 
received fewer yellow cards than any other team in Ihe 
Victoria high school league this season, has received un¬ 
just criticism and that he has personally been perseeuled.

Let judge’s lapse pass—panel 


VANCOUVER (C'P)-No 
action should be taken 
against an alcoholic provin 
cial court judge who picked 
up a teenage prostitute, the 
B.C. Judicial Council recom 
mended Tuesday. 

The seven-member council 
says in a written recommen 
dation to the provincial cabi 
net that the actions of Judge 
Erik Bendrodt were regret¬ 
table. but questions whether 
a judge should be removed 


from the bench because of "a 
single moral lapse." 

The council noted that "it 
should be made clear that 
neither Judge Bendrodt nor 
the woman involved commit¬ 
ted any illegal act." 

The council also said Ben- 
drodt's lawyer had told it the 
public was not Victorian in its 
thinking, "and that in light of 
the present mores of the com 
munity. an otherwise highly 
regarded provincial court 


judge should not be dismis.sed 
from the bench for a single 
incident." 

A two-day inquiry was told 
Bendrodt was an alcoholic 
whose wife suffered from 
crippling muitiple sclerosis. 

'The B.C. government or¬ 
dered the inquiry after hotel 
security manager George 
Peden gave a sworn state¬ 
ment to Chief Provincial 
D>urt Judge Lawrence Gou¬ 
let that he saw Bendrodt pick 


up a known prostitute Oct. 
18. 

Peden was highly critical 
of the recommendation. 
Council member Jacob 
Brouwer also dissented from 
the report. Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom refused com¬ 
ment. 

Peden's complaint to Gou¬ 
let was highly publicized 
when he sent a copy to a radio 
hot-line host. 


The council examined 
charges that Bendrodt had 
shown "dishonorable person¬ 
al conduct" in his relation¬ 
ship with the prostitute and 
that hr was unable lu per¬ 
form his duties because of his 
alcoholism. 

The council unanimously 
dismissed the alcoholism dis¬ 
ability. saying there was no 
evidence to indicate he ever 
sat as a judge while affected 
bv alcohol.

Bodies of 405 
at settlement 

GEORGETOWN (AP) — .Survivors of the Jones¬ 
town cult suicide, menaced by fiesh-eating piranha fish 
and other deadly perils of the tropical rain forest, 
eluded searching soldiers in the nearly-Impenetrable 
Guyanan wilderness for a third day Tuesday.. 

Police Commissioner Lloyd Barker estimated 200- 
200 survivors fled Into the bush and said .some might 
have succeeded in reaching friendly Indian villages. 
Other sources put the number of survivors at nearly 
800. 

At the jungle site of the mass suicide, the bodies of 
405 members of the American religious sect lay de¬ 
composing in the equato¬ 
rial sun. 

U.S. military officials werr 
planning to airlift the bodies 
to (he United States. 

A stale department spokes¬ 
man in Washington said Guy 
ana has asked that the U.,S. 
government remove all the 
bodies, despite their state of 
decomposition. He had said 
earlier some of the bodies 
might be buried at the Jungle 
settement. 

About 290 U.S troops, 
awaiting the arrival of a 
dozen helicopters, stood by in 
Georgetown for the evacua¬ 
tion operation. 

E.stimates of the number of 
sect members who fled the 
Jonestown camp Saturday 
during the ritual of mass 
self-destruction by poison 
ranged from 375 to more than 
775. Stephan Jones, )9-year- 
old son of the Peoples Temple 
sect's fanatical founder. Rev. 
Jim Jones, estimated about 
.iOO had gone into the inhospil 
able forest. 

Jim Jones ordered the 
mass suicide, a ritual hr 
code-named “White Knight" 
and which he had practised 
with his loyal followers, after 
sect members ambushed and 
killed U.S. Representative 
Leo Ryan of California and 
four members of a Ryan-led 
party that made an investiga¬ 
tive visit to the camp. 

Jones was one of three per¬ 
sons who died of gunshot 
wounds, apparently .self-in¬ 
flicted. About one-quarter of 
the. dead were children, some 
babies who.se mothers were 
reported to have fed them the 
fatal brew of Kool-Aid and 
cyanide. 

Guyanese familiar with the 
area questioned whether the 
fugitives could long lursive 
without shelter and steady 
food supplies in a jungle filled 
with swamps and criss¬ 
crossed by streams and 
rivers inhabited by piranhas 
and electric eels. The rainy 
season is just starting. 

Jones is known to have in- 
.stilled a fervid will to sur 
vive among some of his fol¬ 
lowers. however, telling them 
their settlements could be¬ 
come sanctuaries where they 
would escape a nuclear holo¬ 
caust or other calamity. A 
fear that outsiders were 
about to destroy their small 
society apparently triggered 
(he mass suicide. 

About 290 Guyanese troops 
and police were trying to

"The sect leader, the Rev. Jim Jones, said a 
couple of years ago that if anything happened to him or 
(0 his church, the defectors and those who criticized it 
would be taken care of." said Lee Kogan. Los Angeles 
deputy district attorney. 

Several hundred people, most of (hem black, 
broke away from (he sect after becoming disillusioned 
about its aims. 

Jones, his wife and son were among more than 100 
people found dead Monday in the sect's remote jungle 
community in northwestern Guyana. 

Holly Morton, a member of one of the sect's 
refugee havens, the Human Freedom Centre, set up in 
Berkeley, Calif., said: “Jones, even if he is dead, had 
plans to annihilate people who had left the temple." 

Police blocked off the front of the centre to (raffle 
and closely checked the indentiflcation of all visitors 

In Los Angeles, police guarded a group called Con¬ 
cerned Relatives, which tried to help people escape 
from the church. 

A centre official, who asked not to be identified, 
said Jones had (old followers that those who did no( go 
to Guyana eventually would be murdered or would 
have to commit suicide. 

"I’m scared. I can (ell you frankly I'm scared," 
said one of the people staying at the centre.

Dr. Rennie Warburton. a sociology professor at 
University of Victoria who recently studied Uto¬ 
pian cults, said this Tiie.sday when asked for some 
observations on the suicide-massacre of more than too 
members of Ihe People's Temple sect in Jonestown, 
Guyana, at Ihe weekend. 

SOME MEMBERS of the California-based sect 
were killed by gunfire, but a majority of them commit¬ 
ted suicide by either poison or shooting after it 
appeared Ihe group'would be Investigated thoroughly 
by U.S. authorities. 

Warburton said due to Ihe "material goals of 
profit and conspicuous consumption of an endless 
variety of consumer commodities,” Ihe number of 
pseudo-religions and cults was definitely increasing in 
Canada and Ihe United Slates. 

"There has been a tremendous proliferation in 
the United Slates in particular over Ihe past 10 
years or so. 

"I think one has to look at the nature of our type 
of society, which produces a lot of alienation and 
disenchantment among young people who do not know 
what to do with themselves and are attracted by this 
particular activity," he said. 

"We don't have a socittjr Ikat is leared to 
human well-being."

The emphasis on materialism left no room for 
constructive and creative activity, Warburton said.

and he believed there was a deep need for that in 
every human being. 

‘The professor said the educational system and 
Ihe mass media bore a share of the blame with 
society in preventing fulfilment in life—education 
for being narrow and Ihe media for emphasizing 
pleasure above a sense of duty to one's fellow man. 

Warburton .said those attracted to culls, be they 
religious, political or drug-orienled. were people with 
problems of insecurity, alienation and uncertainty 
about life's meaning. 

He said adolescents were particularly suscep¬ 
tible to joining such groups. However, studies show^ 
that at least some of them emerged eight or 10 years 
later and re-entered the mainstream of society. 

Dr. Frank Spellacy. assistant professor of psy¬ 
chology at UVic, said the mass suicide was "cer¬ 
tainly dramatic and unusual, but by no means 
unique.” 

HE POINTED OUT that near Ihe end of Ihe .Sec¬ 
ond World War as Allied troops began invading Ihe 
Japanese home islands, "large groups of Japanese 
citizens, including women and children, committed 
suicide rather than let themselves fall into the hands of 
the Western barbarians.” 

Spellacy suggested a form of mass hysteria 
was present in Ihe Japanese suicides, but went on 
to question whether all the Jonestown dead knew 
the Kool-gid they drank from a vat was in fact 
potadMNl. 

TM fact the group had practise^ a mass suicide 
on a nutiber of occasions previoin to the tragic 
weekend events in Guyana might have made it 
easier for them to carry out the deed fur real, lie 
said.

Fish hadn’t much of a chance 

Coho-kill creek suffers from sewage 


By STEPHEN HUME 


Craigflower Creek, which lost its yearly coho run 
three days ago. is polluted and sewers won't be installed 
for at least 18 months. 

Walden Pond it ain't. 

Sewage from a hotel-motel strip has Introduced chlurlne 
and other toxic substances into Ihe creek and is partly 
responsible for a declining fish population, said Lynne 
Spode. a biologist with the federal Salmon Enhancement 
Program. 

POLLUTION CAN also kill fish by reducing the 
amount of available oxygen in the water, she said Tuesday 
in an interview. 

The hotel-motel strip is on the Old Island Highway 
near Helmcken Road in View Royal. 

Spode said a housing development upstream from 
the strip also affects fish-rearing areas. 

DEGRADATION of Ihe lower creek means stagna¬ 
tion and depleted oxygen supplies, she said. 

She said a resource census revealed that the number of 
fish in the creek was "dwindling to almost nothing.” 

View Royal regional director Al Beasley said Tues¬ 
day the Fort Victoria Trailer and Camping Park pollutes Ihe 
creek with sewage. 

“Everybody agrees the mess should be cleaned up 

"Even the owner of the Fort. That's why last Satur¬ 
day we voted to get sewers and clean it up. 

"But U'l going be another 18 months to two years 
before they're all installed.” 

POLLUTION IS only one dimension of the prob¬ 
lem.

Spode questioned Victoria city council's rejection of a 
recent provincial fish and wildlife branch proposal to reha¬ 
bilitate fish habitat in Craigflower Creek and re-build old 
dams in cily-uwned Thetis Lake Park. 

The costs would have been home principally by Ihe 
fish and wildlife branch. 

UPDATING DAMS and installing flow controls would 
allow Ihe gradual release of impounded water into the 
Craigflower during dry summer months, she said. 

"Water is n^ed because coho and cutthroat fry 
rear in the creek, and right now the survival rate of fry 
is low. 

“Thetis Lake is not a Walden Pond. It has to be man¬ 
aged in the best interests of the urban community to 
make it available to everyone, including anglers on the 
creek's lower section." she said. 

Spode has worked on enhancing fish production in 
the Craigflower for about three years. 

“When I found out about the fish kill, you can 
imagine how I fell." she said. 

Meanwhile, federal fisheries spokesmen in Victoria, 
Nanaimo and Vancouver said Tuesday in interviews they 
would have results on pathology and water quality tests by 
Wednesday. 

Bacterial and infectious diseases had been largely 
ruled out as killers of the egg-filled coho. 

TBE CULPRIT could have been any-number of odorless 
but toxic solvents, a spokesman said. 

“I understand the water quality in Craigflower Creek is 
not exactly what you would call optimum for fish,” he 
added.

A VICTORIA CHRISTMAS 
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FROM YOUR OWN HANDS 


BY LOIS SMITH 


While a carefully selected Christinas present says 
a lot for your thoughtfulness, there's something 
extra special about making your gifts. Those who 
give them feel special, and so do the people who 
receive them. 

If you sew, knit, crochet or macrame, you're 
probably making your Christmas gifts now. If you 
don't have these skills, or simply can't find enough 
hours in the day, here are some simple, easy-to- 
make gifts that don't require a great deal of time or 
expert knowledge, gifts for children to make, and 
gifts for you to make yourself. 


FLOWER PICTURES 

This is an idea that will keep chil¬ 
dren happily occupied, and grand¬ 
parents especially will cherish a gift 
made by little hands. 

Materials; 

cardboard or board, glue, dried 
flowers, grasses, coloured paper, 
scraps of fabric, wool, and what¬ 
ever else is handy, decorative tape. 
Method: 

Just make "pictures" by glueing the 
flowers, wool, paper cut-outs, etc. 
to the background, and then create 
a frame with the tape around the 
edge of the cardboard. 

Children find this easy and fun to 
do. They'll be as proud of the re¬ 
sults as the people who receive 
them. 

WEAVING 

This is simple for children to do, 
once you’ve sef it up for them. 
Materials: 

piece of cardboard, about 6" by 6", 
straight pins, coloured string or 
wool. 

Method: 

Stick straight pins into all 4 edges of 
the board about 'A" apart. Using a 
long piece of string or wool, create 
the "woof" by tying string to one 
pin at the top left comer. Then 
wind it back and forth across the 
board until you reach the opposite 
comer. Knot it, and cut off loose 
ends. The child can then weave the 
"warp" in and out, using different 
colours and textures to make ab¬ 
stract wall hangings, place mats or 
whatever. 

CHRISTMAS 
COUNTER MATS 

Make festive counter mats for 
yourself and your friends. 


Materials: 

2 or 3 counter hot mats, plain and 
patterned fabric, elastic. 

Method: 

Trace the hot mats on plain fabric, 
then cut fabric IVi" larger. Deco¬ 
rate by zig-zag stitching, blind- 
hemming or glueing on patterned 
fabric cut in bells, balls and Christ¬ 
mas trees. Stitch the hem as a cas¬ 
ing, insert elastic, and slip over the 
counter hot mats. After the festive 
season, slip the covers off and save 
them for next Christmas. 

APRON AND TEA 
TOWEL SET 

This attractive idea can be 
adapted to any special occasion. 
Materials: 

two cqfton tea towels, in Christmas 
patterns or colours, 2 yards of 
wide, grossgrain ribbon. 

Method: 

Cut the ends of the ribbon at an 
angle and hem. Gather the long 
edge of one tea towel to the re¬ 
quired size, centre the ribbon, and 
stitch. Then wrap up the apron 
with the matching tea towel. 

FOAM BLOCKS 

This is a dandy to make for very 
young children. They're colourful 
blocks made from foam, so that 
chubby little hands can grip them 
easily, yet come to no harm. 
Materials; 

(for 12 blocks) 9" by 12" piece of 3" 
thick foam, fabric scraps in varying 
patterns and colours, iron-on 
fabric. 

Method: 

Cut foam into 3" squares. For each 
block, cut six 4" squares of fabric 
(giving h" seam allowance). For 
each block, cut 2 letters or numbers 


Materials: 
fur fabric, felt. 

Method: 

Make a newspaper pattern for a 
rectangular, oval or giant foot¬ 
shaped rug. Cut fur fabric to pat¬ 
tern, then cut felt 2" larger. Stitch 
the fur rug to the felt rug, and trim 
felt with pinking shears. From felt 
scraps, cut the child's name or ini¬ 
tials in block letters. Pin letters in 
position, centred or across the cor¬ 
ner, and stitch on the fur rug. 

Because it's personalized, they 
have the thrill of knowing you've 
made it just for them I 


The ideas here don't take a great deal of time, or 
require expensive investments in materials. Many 
can be made from things you already have on 
hand. But all of them have one thing in common. 
They're gifts from your own hands, and that makes 
them special both to you, and the person to whom 
you're giving them.

At the Dutch Bakery on Fort 
Street, baker Schadderlee votes for 
Kerst Kranz . . . buttery puff 
pastry folded lovingly around a 
centre of almond paste, and baked 
in a golden ring, with a tart-sweet 
glaze on top. The Schadderlees 
grind their own almond paste from 
imported Spanish nuts, but the 
almond paste you buy at the super¬ 
market serves equally well, and 
you'll even find puff pastry all 
ready to roll in the frozen food 
department. 


. . . But for Jack Galbraith, head 
baker at Robertshaw Specialty Pies, 
nothing says "Christmas" like sub¬ 
stantial slices of his famous Melton 
Mowbray pies. And I nibbled away 
contentedly at a slice as 1 watched 
him line a bread pan with flaky pie 
dough, and fill it to the brim with a 
spicy mixture of pork in its own 
jelly-making juice. Covered and 
sealed with a tight fitting topper of 
more pastry, it's baked to a gor¬ 
geous golden brown. Then it's 
chilled and served in neat-jellied 
slices along with a plate full of 
cheese and pickles and other good 
things. 

Up Lancashire way, they make 
Lacy molasses cookies, and roll each 
one around the handle of a wooden 
spoon as they come hot from the 
oven. Cooled to a criq>, they make 
delicate little tubes of spicy sweet¬ 
ness to go hand in hand with a 
whipped cream filling. If the cookies 
start to cool and get brittle before 
you have them all shaped, just pop 
them back in the oven for a 
moment to get soft and warm 
again. 

Did you ever try filling little 
baked pattie-shells or meringues 
with sophisticated (but easy to 
make) French creme, flavored with 
your favorite liqueur? Top with 
grated orange peel, chocolate curls, 
or other flavor-matching garnish 
for something very "Parisienne".

HAVE A MERRY 
AND ORGANIZED CHRISTMAS 

-BY ELEANOR CROWE- 


With the holiday season getting closer, we look 
forward to entertaining friends and family and 
we're faced with the question of what's easy to 
serve, when time and energy are at a premium, as 
well as easy on the often already strained budget. 
What follow are some "make-ahead" dishes which 
store well in the freezer and a few, which with 
minimum notice and preparation, can be served 
with pride to hungry guests and family. An added 
advantage—they'll be a welcome change when you 
just can't stand one more bite of turkey. 

BORSCHT-or Cabbage Soup 

A hearty meal-in-itself soup that both vegetarians and non-vegetarians 
will enjoy. A country soup, it should be served piping hot and accom¬ 
panied by thick slices of home made bread or biscuits. Great for lunch 
or dinner it's also a welcome change from too many too rich foods. 

Put 2‘/i quarts of water to boil in a large pot. Add 'A cup of mashed 
canned tomatoes (from a 28 ounce tin). When water is boiling, drop in 5 
or 6 large potatoes peeled and cut in half. Crate 1 large carrot and add 
along with 1 small chopped onion. While this cooks, put 3 tbsp. butter 
into a sm(dl pot and add Vr of a cup of finely chopped onion. Saute 
without browning and then add the remainder of the tin of tomatoes, 
also mashed. Allow to simmer until a thick sauce. 


Next, in a small frying pan melt another 3 tbsp of butter and add 2 
cups of finely shredded cabbage and fry until tender but not brown. 
Shred another 2 cups of cabbage to be used later. 

When the potatoes are tender, remove them from the stock and mash 
in a large bowl with Vi cup of sweet cream. Set aside. Add I Vi cups of 
diced potatoes and Vi cup of the tomato-onion sauce to the stock. 
When diced potatoes are tender add 2 tbsp of butter and the 2 cups of 
raw cabbage. Bring just to the boiling point but don't let it boil. Reduce 
heat or set the pot to the back of the stove and add the mashed potato 
mixture stirring well to remove all lumps. Add the fried cabbage. Now 
add the remainder of the tomato-onion sauce and stir well. Shake over 
the top of the soup a bit of black pepper and dry dill leaves—not seeds. 
The borstch is now ready to serve but improves by "resting" for a few 
hours. Or you can freeze it for future use. 

CHICKEN CASHEW RICE 

The phone rings. It's Aunt Martha etcetera and they're arriving in an 
hour and staying for dinner thank you. Forget murder. Take a deep 
breath and use this recipe so easy to prepare on the spur of the moment 
—if you haven't already got it stored in the freezer. The quantities given 
are adequate for four hungry people but the recipe is easily adjusted to 
serve more. 

Saute until golden brown, 8 chicken thighs. In a 2 quart casserole, mix 3 
cups of raw rice, 1 large diced and sauteed onion, 2 chicken bouillion 
cubes dissolved in a small amount of hot water, 1 cup of broken 
cashews and about a teaspoonful of herbs . . . basil, thyme and sage are 
a good combination. Now pour enough cold water in to just barely 
cover the rjee. Arrange the chicken on top of the rice mixture and cook 
in a medium oven for about an hour. 

CABBAGE ROLLS —Vegetarian and non-vegetarian. 

Whether meat or vegetarian, cabbage rolls take kindly to freezing and 
served with your favourite salad and hot biscuits make a meal your 
family and guests will want to have repeated. 
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Remove the leaves from 2 or 3, depending on size, cabbages—savoy is 
the easiest to use—and pop them into a.large pot with a small amount 
of water. Steam until the leaves fold easily but are not limp. In a large 
bowl, mix 2 pounds of ground beef with 2 cups of cooked rice and one 
medium onion which has been chopped and sauteed in butter or mar¬ 
garine. Drain the leaves and into each leaf place about 3 tbsp of the 
meat mixture. Then roll the leaf around the mixture, envelope style, 
and place in a roasting pan. Mix 4-14 ounce tins of tomato soup with 
l '/2 tins of water and pour over the rolls. Top with onion rings and, if 
you like Hot foods, a sprinkle of cnished chilis. Bake at low heat — 
about 250 degrees for 4 hours or, if you're planning on freezing them. 3 
hours so that the re-heating doesn 't overcook them. 

VEGETARIAN CABBAGE ROLLS 

The procedure is exactly as above except that the filling consists of 
approximately 6 cups of cooked rice, 1 medium onion diced and 
sauteed and Vt cup of soy grits. 

In making either of the cabbage rolls I often make mini rolls by cutting 
the leaves in halves or quarter. They make great cocktail size treats for 
an evening party. 

EGG ROLLS 

These can be made normal size by purchasing egg .oil wrappings from 
one of the small Chinese stores on Fisgard or can be made bite size using 
wonton wrappings. They're easier to make than you might think and 
something that comes out of the freezer and re-heats quickly when you 
want them. 

2 packages of wonton wrappings 
'/z pound of cooked shrimp 

1 cup ofmung bean sprouts 

'A cup of finely diced fresh or canned mushrooms 

2 tbsp of finely diced celery 
2 well beaten eggs 


Combine shrimp, bean sprouts, mushrooms and celery and add about 2 
tbsp of the beaten egg. Place approximately 1 tsp of shrimp mixture just 
in from one comer of the Wonton skin. Fold that comer over the filling 
and then fold the two side comers in. Finally roll over so that the last 
comer is on the bottom of the roll. Plac e eac h roll as rolled on a large 
platter and let them sit for about 15 minutes. While waiting, heat oil for 
deep frying. Dip each roll into the beaten egg and drop it into the oil. 
Cook until golden brown and then drain. Keep hot in the oven if they're 
to be used immediately or cool and freeze. Serve accompanied by plum 
sauce and hot mustard for dipping.

TREATS FOR A COOKIE MONSTER 

"LIKE-HONEY" CAKE 

SPANISH TORTA DE 
ALMENDROS 

Mix IVt cups of butter with VA 
cups of sugar, and cream well. Add 
one egg, and beat till fluffy. Then 
beat in one and one quarter cups of 
sifted flour, two and one quarter 
cups of ground almonds, and 1 tea¬ 
spoon almond extract. Turn into a 
buttered 9" spring form, brush the 
top well with two tablespoons of 
heavy cream and add a generous 
dusting of more ground almonds, 
then bake 50 minutes at 325 degrees 
. . . cool. . . and enfoy. 


Cream together 2 cups of sugar and 

4 eggs. Add Vr cup strained honey, 
IV^ cups unblanched, slivered al¬ 
monds, and mix well. Mix together 

5 cups of flour, Vi teaspoon soda, 1 
teaspoon cinnamon, Vi teaspoon 
allspice, 1 teaspoon cloves, and add 
to creamed mix. 'Then add Vt cup of 
candied orange peel, and Vt cup of 
candied lemon peel, and chill tho¬ 
roughly. Spread chilled mixture on 
a greased cookie sheet, and bake in 
a moderate oven for about 30 min¬ 
utes. Then cool, glaze with apricot 
glaze, and decorate with sliced 
almonds.

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In medieval times, it was known as "Christes Mass". And that is what 
it was ... a mass, or holy celebration to mark the birth of Christ. But 
somehow, through the years, we seem to have changed more than just 
the spelling of the time-honored word. For many, the journey of the 
Magi has become an annual exodus to "sun and fun" as we're urged to 
spend Christmas almost anywhere but home. And the simple gifts of 
frankincense and myrrh seem lost and forgotten in today's mad hassle 
of buying sprees and social get-togethers. 

There was no room at the Inn when Christ came to earth so many 
years ago. Is there STILL no room for Him today? I went to Captain Bill 
Merritt, of the Salvation Army, with my question. 

"No room for Christ in today's Christmas?" The quiet voice hesitated 
briefly as Captain Merritt searched for the light words. "No room? 
There must be room. Without the 'Christ' in Christmas, the whole spirit 
of love and good will could disappear. Unless the love of Christ enters 
into it," he continued firmly, "we're left with nothing but an empty, 
meaningless ritual that celebrates . . . nothing at all." 


Yet surely that is what Christmas has become for too many people. A 
harried, hurried ritual that starts with store window displays 
somewhere between Halloween and Remembrance Day, and all too 
often ends in a torrent of unpaid bills flooding through the January 
mails. How did it happen? How did a simple stoiy ... a story St. Luke 
could tell in less than six hundred simple words ... so lose its basic 
meaning. How did the Manger become the marketplace? 

For Pastor Alan McLean, of Victoria's Apostolic Church, the reason 
was plain and straightforward. "How did the Manger turn into the mar¬ 
ket place?" he repeated. 'It changed because we have taken away the 
basic meaning of Christmas. Look at the hectic way most of us celebrate 
Christ's Birthday today, and compare it with the way Christ Himself 
told us to remember Him. In all the scriptures" he continued, "Christ 
gave us only one law for remembrance of Him, and that is the law of 
the Communion Table. 'Eat this . . . drink this ... in remembrance of 
Me.' What has this simple command to do with what we have made of 
Christmas today?" 

His voice firmed as he continued. "When you strike at the roots," he 
said, "the whole plant withers and dies. You caiuiot destroy Christian¬ 
ity's basic beliefs, as so many have done today, without striking at the 
very meaning of Christianity itself." 

But surely, for many of us, there is still warmth and love in Christmas 
home-comings. Surely there is still true generosity in the giving of gifts, 
and warm affection in the greetings we send each other at Christmas 
time. True, we have travelled far from the simple tale told by St. Luke, 
and affirmed by the Shepherds. No angel wakes our hills and valleys 
with the joyous news of His Birth. All too often, greed and distrust and 
fear leave their ugly mark on things that were once pure and beautiful 
. . . even the celebration of Christmas . . . and we have no star now to 
juide us back to that rough stable. But year after year, Christmas re¬ 
turns to us with its message of hope, and year after year, we welcome 
its return. And for most of us, somewhere in all the noisy daoior will be 
the still, small moment of Peace, when we know in our hearts the true 
meaning of Christ's Day. 

It this can survive, in spite of all the things the 20th Century can do to 
us, is there not still a hope that the real spirit of Christmas . . . the 
"Christe's Masse" . . . will also survive? Dr. Doug Roberts, of the 
Church of the Way, believes it can. "Though I cannot actually see such 
a return at present," he admits. 

"But I CAN anticipate it." he went on Because there is such a 
growing dis-enchantment with our present life style. People are longing 
for a return to the basics." he told me. I hear it every day, from believer 
and non-believer alike. The pain of our "non-family" existence is too 
great. They seek a return to the family, and all it means. People want 
the comfort . . . the warmth . . . the honesty of simplicity. Yes . . . 
they want the 'Christ' back in 'Christmas'. And if they want it enough 
. . . it can happen." 

If we want it enough ... it can happen. The choice is ours.

. brationsare very simple." 


LEBANON: 

A GENUINE FEAST 


It's just the opposite in the Mid¬ 
dle East, according to Georges and 
' lelene Murr, proprietors of the 
Beirut Restaurant in Stadacona 
Centre.

And on Christmas Day, 
visitors will see children knocking 
on every door and singing carols. 

Dimitri Mavrikos, owner of 
Milos (The Windmill) Restaurant 
on Burdett Street, describes Christ¬ 
mas dinner on the island of Skyros 
in the Aegean, as being "mainly 
roast lamb, or spit-roasted whole 
suckling pig. There is some turkey 
now, but it is a newcomer." At 
noon on Christmas Day, Greek 
families gather for a meal that 
begins with a variety of hot and 
cold appetizers, such as cheese, 
olives, and spicy homemade 
sausages. There is always Horiatiki. 
the traditional Gr^k salad, and the 
meal is followed by such special 
Christmas desserts as Kourambie- 
des, the Greek shortbread. 

If that whets your appetite, ask 
about the special Greek Christmas 
dinner Dimitri is planning at Milos 
Restaurant. 


Belmont Secondary, Camosun Col¬ 
lege and the Y, reveals that a Mexi¬ 
can Christmas requires a good deal 
of stamina. The festivities run from 
December 16th til February 2nd, 
with parties every single night from 
mid-December to Christmas Eve. 

The family celebrates together on 
Christmas Eve, with dinner at mid¬ 
night, followed by attendance at 
the first mass of Christmas Day. A 
typical Mexican Christmas dinner 
will consist of cream soup, salad. 
Bacalao, which is Norwegian "luti- 
fifk" (dried fish) cooked Mexican 
style with tomatoes, onions and 
peppers, followed by turkey and 
trimmings, and special Christmas 
marzipan treats. 

Norwegian fish? A traditional 
Mexican dish? "The Spanish intro¬ 


duced it over 4 centuries ago," 
Delia explains. 

Santa Claus is a relative new¬ 
comer at Christmas in Mexico, but 
(you may want to keep this from 
your kids) Mexican children enjoy 
two days of gift-giving, since, fol¬ 
lowing tradition, the Three Kings 
continue to come bearing gifts on 
January 5th. The advent of the 
Three Kings sets off a further round 
of parties, which last until February 
2nd!

FROM SOUP 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA: 

SIMPLICITY 



On the banks of the Danube 
River is Bratislava, the Slovakian 
capital of Czechoslovakia...^nd for¬ 
mer home of Marta Klinovsky of 
the Falcon Artistic Gymnastics 
School on Johnson Street. 

"In Czechoslovakia, Christmas is 
very plain," Marta says. On De¬ 
cember 24th, the family puts up the 
tree, sits down to a simple meal, 
and then opens their presents. 

The table is always set with a 
bowl of fruit from all seasons and a 
loaf of bread, to symbolize the wish 
that "you have fruit and bread in 
the year to come". The meal begins 
with wafers dipped in honey, and 
Kapustnica (sauerkraut and mush¬ 
room soup). Fried carp, potato 
salad, and special Christmas pas¬ 
tries stuffed with poppy seeds or 
walnuts complete the simple meal. 

Carp is a European river fish, 
which unfortunately is not avail¬ 
able in Victoria, so Marta now sub¬ 
stitutes fillet of sole or salmon. 


TO BRANDY & NUTS 


KAPUSTNICA 

(CZECHOSLOVAKIAN SOUP) 


MEXICO: A HIGH 
ENERGY 
CHRISTMAS 


lOVi ounces sauerkraut (canned or 
fresh) 

% ounce dried mushrooms 
1 Vi ounces dried prunes 

1 bay leaf 

dash of ground caraway seed 
dash of salt 

2 Vi pints of water 

SVt ounces sour cream (or half and 
half) 

1 ounce flour 
1 '/i ounces oil 
1‘^i ounces chopped onion 
1 tablespoon red paprika 
Cook the first 6 ingredients in water 
until tender. Add the sour cream 
mixed with flour, and simmer 
about 7 minutes. Fry onion and 
paprika in oil. Remove from pan 
when brown and add To the soup. 
Simmer, stirring occasionally till all 
is cooked well. To thin, if you 
wish, add milk. 

MEXICAN 


Beat the egg white at high speed for 
2 minutes, then beat in sugar until 
dissolved. Beat in the almond paste, 
thinning with a few drops of lemon 
juice if necessary. Work into fruit 
shapes, and colour with vegetable 
colours using a thin brush. 

Almond Paste: 

1 lb., IVi ounces almonds, mashed 

2 cups sugar 
1 cup water 

8 tablespoons orange juice or kirsch 
few drops rosewater ' 

Dissolve sugar in water and boil 
until it turns very thick. Add 
liquids and mashed almonds. 
Remove from heat and beat until 
smooth, until you can handle it. 
Wrap in waxed paper, and let stand 
12 hours.
